Washington, D. C., April 9.—[Special.]— 
President Roosevelt has reached the con- 
clusion that the country has had about all 
the agitation that is good for it at the pres- 
ent time in regard to trusts, railroads, con- 
trol of corporations, and similar great 
economic subjects. He has, therefore, de- 
eide@ that he will not discuss any of these 
topics in the speech he is to deliver at the 
opening of the Jamestown exposition

He had at first determined that at that 
time he would relieve his mind and relieve 
the anxiety of the public in regard to the 
general policy he had adopted looking toward 
the licensing or regulation of corporations, 
and also in the direction of the determination 
of the capitalization of railroads. This kind 
of speech was the thing the exposition man- 
agers would have liked, because it would 

pave attracted attention all over the country 
and would have been a constant advertise- 
ment for the pretty show on the shores of 
Hampton roads. 

The president has now begun to prepare 
his speech, however, and instead of being 
sconomic im its character, he has deliberate- 
ly diverted it into a distinct historical dis- 

. couree. 
Will Be Gain to History. 

A trained historian himself, President 
Roosevelt's Jamestown speech will be a dis- 
finet contribution to the literature of the 
early settlement of America. There may be 
a loss of political and financial unrest, but 
there will surely be a distinct gain to history 
and to general literature in the change of 
plan which the president has finally decided 
upon, and which he has set out to execute 
by beginning the writing of his Jamestown 
memoria! address.

MOVEMENTS OF OCEAN STEAMSHIPS.

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Avenue, and She May Be 
Arrested Today. 


Are the federal secret service operators 
nearing a solution of the $173,000 subtreas- 
ury mystery? Capt. Porter was hopeful last 
night that the end of the baffling case may 
be in sight. But he is not sure. 

Mrs. Willene J. Hudson, a colored scrub- 
woman in the Federal building, may possess 
the key to the mystery. She probably will 
he arrested today on the charge of petit lar- 
ceny. This proceeding was under considera- 
tion last night by the authorities for the 
moral effect it would have on the woman. 
She has been suspended from government 
employment and is under constant survell- 
lance, 

Stolen property was found in her room 
when it was searched yesterday—property 
belonging to the United States government. 

To be sure, this was of no great value. It 
“eonsisted merely of a pair of scissors and 
six canvas bags, such as are used for holding 
coin. The scissors were stamped ‘‘ U. 8. A.,”’ 
and also written upon one of the steel blades 
is the name of James Burrell, one of the sub- 
treasury employés. 


May Have Found Money on Floor. 

It is thought possible that Mrs. Hudeon 
or some other employé in a similar capacity 
may have picked up the $178,000 from the 
floor of Fitszgerald’s cage on the night of 
Feb. 19. The money Was missed on the 
following day. This theory has been can- 
vassed by Capt. Porter and Subtreasurer Bol- 
denweck, and has been found to be a possi- 
bility. 

The scrubwoman’s premises were searched 
thoroughly by the secret service operatives 
and no money was found, but the suspicior.s 
of the federal authorities remained strong 
enough for them to place her undera careful 
watch. A secret service man was with her 
constantly all day yesterday at her boarding 
place at 254 Ogden avenue. 

As an additional precaution two defectives 
from Assistant Chief Schuettler’s office 
watched the outside of the house al) last 
night. Their instructions were to keep 
away “inquisitive persons.” 


Practically Held in Custody. 


Mrs. Hudson was not allowed to see any 
visitors. A negro woman of the flat above 
who wished to call was warned away. The 
suspected woman was, in fact, as much in 
custody as ff she had beer in jall. — 

The Rev. W. H. Brown, & negro preacher, 
is included in the general inquiry of the fed- 
eral authorities. He was a friend of Mrs. 
Hudson when he boarded at the same flat 
with her in Ogden avenue, He left there 
three weeks ago. He was living on the south 
side when last heard from, and Capt. Porter 
said he knew where to find him. 

Capt. Porter paid a final vigit to the quar- 
ters of Mrs. Hudson at 9 o’clock last night. 
He would not discuss the progress he had 
made on the case, if any had been made. 

‘* We are just where we were a week ago,”’ 
he said. ‘‘ \¥.e are working on what we con- 
sider a good lead, but I fear our efforts will 
be fruitiegs on account of the premature pub- 
licity given the affair. We found none of the 
subtreasury money during the search. We 
expect developments tomorrow or next day, 
but I am not going to say anything about 
them now.” 

Capt. Porter denied that Mrs. Hudson was 
under arrest. No warrant was issued for 
her last night. He would net say whether 
she was to be arrested today.

Scrubwoman for a Year. 

Mrs. Hudson, who is 33 years old and more 
intelligent than the average of her class, has 
been an assistant janitress or scrubwoman 
since March 6 of last year. 

In that time it has been her daty every 
night to clean up the subtreasury. She has 
scrubbed the main floor and the basement, 
picked up articles from the floor, emptied the 
waste paper baskets, and tidied up the prem- 
ises generally. She always was considered 
scrupulously honest. 

In the first days following the disappear- 
ance of $173,000 from the cage of Teller 
George W. Fitzgerald Mrs. Hudson was 
watched along with others who were em- 
ployed in the subtreasury. That she bore a 
good reputation may be gathered from the 
fact that everyone about the subtreasury 
who knew her said: 


Has Confidence of All. 

‘**Mrs. Hudson never could have taken the 
money. She is too honest.’’ They pointed 
to the fact that several times she had re- 
turned pieces of silver she had found on the 
floor—nothing larger than a half dollar. 

Mrs. Hudson was placed under surveillance 
by the government agents in the first week 
following the disappearance of the money. 
At that time it was noted that the Rev. Mr. 
Brown was a fellow boarder of hers at 254 
Ogden avenue. The detectives reported 
nothing suspicious and vigilance wae relaxed. 

Just what caused the revival of suspicions 
that the scrubwoman might know something 
about the disappearance of the money is 
locked up with other secrets in the breast 
of Capt. Porter, but Monday night a trap 
was set for the scrubwoman. A package 
resembling money was left in a convenient 
place for her to find and it is supposed she 
disturbed it, for she was taken a little later 
to the office of Capt. Porter and subjected 
to a rigid examination, 


Search of the Flat. 


A search of the fidt occupied by Mrs. Hud- 
son followed yesterday. It was conducted 
by Capt. Porter on a warrant issued by Com- 
missioner Mark A, Foote. Secret Service 
Operative Ritchie and Arthur R. Boal, secre- 
tary to Cashier Russell of the subtreasury, 
assisted in the search. The finding of the 
scissors and the canvas bage—although the 
entire property would not have exceeded 50 
cents. in value—was considered significant 
by Capt. Porter. It was argued that if the 
woman had taken small articles she might 
not hesitate at property of greater value. 

Secret Service Operative Ritchie or Capt. 
Porter remained at the flat all afternoon and 
evening. When one went out he was re- 
lieved by the other. They made no secret 
, of the fact that one reason why they re- 
' mained on the premises was to keep Mrs. 

Hudson from talking to reporters. Mrs. 

Hudson boards with Mrs. C. B. Smith, also a 
colored woman, who has sometimes half a

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HOLLISTER BLOCK IN RUINS, 


Swept by Fire Following a Series 
of Violent. Explosions. 


HUNDREDS SEE THE BLAZE. 


Damage to Madison Street Building 
Estimated at $310,000. 


Fire last midnight swept through the six 
story brick building, generally known as the 
Hollister block, at 256-258-260 Madison, the 
southeast corner of Market street. 

After an hour the building was a wreck 
and its contents practically ruined. The loss 
was estimated at above $310,000, a large part 
of which was in job printing office machin- 
ery, stock, and material. 

For a time adjacént buildings were threat- 
ened, but the loss outside of the one struc- 
ture was due simply to smoke and water. 
The basement of the Chicago Evening Jour- 
nal building was damaged somewhat.

Cause of the Fire Unknown. 

The fire was found in the plant of the Su- 
perior Brass company, but it may have 
started in the Hollister shop on the floor 
below, near an elevator shaft. The cause 
is unknown, but is blamed to crossed elec- 
tric wires. Richard Murphy, watchman in 
the building, turned in the alarm, but be- 
fore the arrival of the first of the respond- 
ing firemen the flames were shooting out of 
the third and fourth story windows and 
sweeping high inthe air. The attention of a 
great many persons on cars and on foot was 
attracted by the spectacular scene. 

Soon after the arrival of Chief Horan the 
roof of the structure collapsed, and fearing 
that the walls would fall he ordered the men 
to a greater distance from the ruined build- 
ing to prevent their being injured. 

There was a considerable supply of fire- 
works on one of the upper floors of the burn- 
ing block, and Iife was added to the big blaze 
when it reached the stock of explosives. 

The building, owned by the Mallers estate, 
was erected in 1878 and was one of the oldest 
structures in the wholesale manufacturing 
district. This fact Is given as one of the 
causes for its quick destruction. The paper 
stocks and the fireworks and notions also 
had a share in making it a particularly hard 
fire to subdue, 


Heavy Loss for Hollisters. 

More than sixty-five tons of paper were 
stored in the basement of the Hollister plant 
and this will burn for more than a week, 
according to Chief Horan. 

Frank C. Hollister, junior member of the 
firm of Hollister Bros., was the husband of 
Mrs. Bessie Hollister, who wag murdered a 
year ago by Richard Ivens. The Hollister 
Bros. were preparing to move their plant 
to Cuyler station, near Irving Park boule- 
vard and the Chicago and Northwestern 
tracks. One press had been shipped before 
the blaze broke out. Sixteen other presses, 
valued at §4,000 each, and thousands of dol- 
lars’ worth of type Were part of the loss of 
this firm. 

Frank C. Hollister said early this morning: 
“My brother, W. C. Hollister, was in the 
office on the second floor half an hour before 
the fire was discovered by Watchman Mur- 


phy. He had been working late preparing 
plans for our removal to our new building. 
Our plant was valued at $100,000 and there 
was an equal amount of work im the place 
nearly ready for shipment.”’ 


| Injuries Due to the Fire. 

Haward Kare, 26 yéats'old, 204 weet Ran- 
dolph street, a spectator, who was attracted 
from his home by the light of the fire In the 
sky, was brushed by the crowd into a base- 
ment while standing in front of 275 Madi- 
gon street watching the fire. Hie nose was 
broken and he was assisted to his home by a 
friend. 

Capt. John O'Neill, insurance patrol No. 1, 
suffered a severe bruise on the left foot when 
an iron bar fell from the first floorand struck 
him. 

While responding to the alarm, insurance 
patrol No. 5 was struck by a west bound car 


‘at Lake street and Fifth avenue, and six 


men in the wagon were thrown out. Two of 
them suffered bruises on the face, but were 
otherwise uninjured. 


Explosion Wrecks a Building. 

Three persons were injured and one of the 
dozen buildings of the Western Electric com- 
pany at Forty-eighth avenue and West 
Twenty-second street, Hawthorne, was de- 
stroyed in the evening by the explosion of a 
large tank of varnish in the storeroom. 

Both side walls of the building were blown 
out and the roof fell with a loud crash to 
the ground. The injured: 

PATERSON, W. E., 35 years old, engineer, 1485 
Fulton street; head and shoulders severely 
brulsed. 

RUHLMAN, H. B., 82 years old, watchman, 788 
Walnut street; head and body injured. 

TOWLES, EUGENE, 30 years old, civil engineer, 
987 Spaulding avenue; injured internally and cut 
about the head and shoulders. 


The explosion occurred in the chemical 


storeroom. The building was one story in 
height, 50 feet wide, and 150 feet in length. 
The loss is estimated at $25,000. 

One hundred persons employed at night in 
the different buildings were frightened by 
the report of the explosion and hurried to 
leave their work for places of safety. Faml!- 
lies living in the vicinity gathered at the 
front entrance, and the police were forced 
to use their clubs to prevent them from for- 
cing their way into the yard. 


PROUD OF HIS VARNISH JOB 
TILL WIFE MISSES HER SIRUP. 


Village Postmaster Who Thought He’d 
Save Government Some Expense Will 
Look Closer Next Time. 


South Norwalk, Conn., April 9.—[Special.] 
—Postmaster George W. Bryan of Rowaya- 
ton decided the other day that hie postoffice 
needed a coat of varnish. He didn’t think 
a regular painter was needed and engaged 
E. H. Hall, a village handy man, to dothe 
job. Mr. Bryan had a two quart can of var- 
nish at home, and, desirous of saving the 
government as much expense a8 he could, he 
brought the varnish over and set Hall to 
work. Today at breakfast Mrs. Postmaster 
Bryan hunted in vain for her can of maple 
sirup, while her husband waited for his 
pancakes. Finally she asked the postmaster 
if he had seen it. He didn’t anewer, but 
jumped from the table and ran like a rabbit 
to the postoffice. 

When he got there he put a finger on the 
shining wall and then put it in his mouth. 
It had a maple sugar taste. The postmaster 
has given an order for some real varnish 
and also for a new supply of maple sirup, and 
is living in hopes that there won't be a public 


scandal.

HARRIMAN TO FACE COURT. 


Interstate Commission Wants to 


Know Inside of Big Deals. 


HAS REFUSED TO TELL FACTS 


Federal Judge Will Be Asked to Com 
pel ‘‘Wizard”’ to Answer. 


Washington, D. C., April 9.—[Special.J— 
The interstate commerce commission through 
its chairman, Martin A. Knapp, formally 
announced today its intention to file appli- 
cation in the United States Circuit court, 
sitting in New York, for the issuance of 
an order requiring E. H. Harriman to answer 
certain questions concerning the transfers 
and sales of the stock of the Union Pacific 
railway and other systems. Mr. Harriman 
refused to answer these questions when he 
was a witness before the commission in 
New York City. Just when this proceeding 
is to be instituted has not been determined. 
The case will be conducted for the commis- 
sion by Frank B. Kellogg, special counsel. 

The purpose of the commission in entering 
upon this action is to establish what it holds 
to be its right to inquire into the stock trans- 
actions of railroad companies and railroad 
men. 

What He Wouldn’t Tell. 

The questions which Mr. Harriman refused 
to answer related, first, to the sale by him- 
self, Rogers, Stillman, and Gould tothe Union 
Pacific of 120,000 shares in the Illinois Cen- 
tral. He refused to say what price he paid 
for this stock, which he sold to the Union 
Pacific at 175, yielding, it is supposed, a hand- 
some profit to the four members of the syn- 
dicate. Secondly, he would not tell the com- 
mission whether he owned any of the Chi- 
cago and Alton stock, which he also trans 
ferred by sale to the Union Pacific. 

Mr. Harriman likewise declined to reply 
to the question as to whether he was interest- 
ed directly or indirectly in Unton Pacific 
stock bought in the period intervening be- 
tween July 19 and Aug. 17, 10906. 

What Did He Pay for It? 

Another question that the commission will 
ask Mr. Harriman, it is said, is what he 
paid for the St. Joe and Grand Island stock 
he sold to the Union Pacific. 

The interstate commerce commission dis- 
putes the assertion of counsel for Mr. Harri- 
man thet his transactions in railroad stocks 
are matters over which the commission has 
no jurisdiction. It asserts that under the 
authority placed upon it by the act to regu- 
late commerce the commission is clearly 
within its righte in probing into these trans- 
actions. 

Mr. Harriman set up the plea that the trans- 
actions in controversy affected him as an 
individual and that they had nothing what- 
ever to do with interstate commerce. Hence 
he argued the commission had no jurisdic- 
tion. 

The government set up that under the law 
a railroad cannot convert itself into an 
investment company, deal in stocks, and 
juggle them and then set up the plea that 
such manipulations are in no way related to 
interstate commerce. 

More Revelations to Come. 

The government authorities contend that if 
the federal court holds that Mr. Harriman 
must divulge the information sought by the 
commission it will result in disclosures more 
interesting than those that have gone be- 
fore, disclosures that may involve Mr. Har- 
riman in straits with stockholders of the 
Union Pacific, who, it is held, were bunkoed 
by Harriman and the men associated with 
him. 

It is said that the commission will ask for 
an order compelling Otto H. Kahn of New 
York to answer the questions that he re- 
fused to answer at the hearing here. These 
questions were mainly in regard to what 
interest the directors of the Union Pacific 
had@ im the stocks that were turned over to 
that road by Kuhn, Loeb & Co., of which 
Mr. Kahn is a member,

As to the health commissioner the 
will have a conference with some 1 
physicians this afternoon.

Committees from the Illnois chapter, Amer- 
ican Institute of Architects; the Architects’ 
Business association, and the Chicago Arch- 
itectural club will submit to him a list of 
names, any one of which would in their opin- 
ion make a good building commissioner. 

As for the deputy commissioner of public 
works that appointment is to be left to John 
J. Hanberg, who is to succeed Commissioner 
O'Connell. He will have to be Mr. Han- 
berg’s right hand man in the office. 

The city sealer and gas inspector are minor 
appointments. which can wait. 

Seeks to Know About New Charter. 

Mayor Busse's interest in the new charter 
prompted him to send his secretary, B. J. 
Mullaney, to Springfield for the purpose of 
gé@tting information regarding the charter 
and how it wae being treated by the legisla- 
tors. 

‘‘are there any special reforms that you 
are to endeavor to have incorporated in the 
charter?’ the secretary was asked. 

‘‘No. Mayor Busse wants to get all of the 
information he can upon this subject, just as 
he is gathering data about every other sub- 


ject that he will come in contact with dur- 
ing his term,”’ said Mr. Mullaney. 

Mayor Busse hag been spending the leisure 
moments that he has been able to sandwich 
in between his many duties since election 
day in studying the new charter, and he is 
going to suggest such changes as may occur 
to him and see that these suggestions come 
to the ears of the legislative committees who 
will have the work of passing upon the char- 
ter. 

Although he persisted in sticking close 
to his work during the day Mayor Busse’'s 
physical condition was not so favorable as 
it has been during the last week. The injury 
to his ribs, which was believed to have been 
practically healed, troubled him again. He 
was unable to sleep the greater part of the 
night. 

Members of the mayor’s family prevailed 
upon him to take a day’s rest before begin- 
ning the real duties of the mayor's office and 
he will go Fox lake early tomorrow morn- 
ing to spend the day. He will come down- 
town again today and wind up such business 
affairs as still remain unsettled. 


Many Busses Asking for Jobs. 


One of the troubles that have entered into 
the new mayor's life is the discovery of a 
small army of “relatives’’ in and about 
Chicago, all of whom feel that they are 
qualified to fill any of the jobs about the 
city hall. The city directory shows that 
there are sixty Busses in Chicago, five of 
whom are Fredse—not including the mayor. 
Judging from the number of letters received 
during the last few days there must be a 
large number of Busses living outside of the 
city who believe that they have some claim 
on the new mayor because of their name. 

“Unless a man shows me that he has some 
other qualification which would make him 
eligible for an office than that he bears the 
same name I do he will have a hard time get- 
ting on the pay rajl,’’ said Mayor Busse as he 
turned the entire correspondence over to his 
secretary. 

Dunne Says He’s Mayor. 

Dr. Whalen's chief, retiring Mayor Dunne, 
returned from the east during the day and 
took his accustomed place in the mayor’s 
office. His first announcement was: 

“Tam the only mayor of Chicago.”’ 

“ Mr. Busse must go three steps to become 
mayor,” he added. “ First, he must take 
the oath, which he has done; must file his 
bond, which he also has done; and then must 
have that bond approved dy the city eoun- 
cil, which has not been done. Therefore I 
am the only mayor of Chicago.” 

Then he pardoned Thomas Gallagher, 646 
Rockwell street, from the bridewell, where 
he had been sent for picking up coal on 
tracks; requested the civil service commis- 
sion to appoint an assistant city statistician, 
as provided for by the budget; approved a 
bond, and cailed on the board of local im- 
provements to raise the salaries of six em- 
ployés. 

Assistant Corporation Counsel Hornstein 
discovered that the amount of the bonds of 
the mayor and city clerk are not specified by 
law, and the mayor promised to sign an $r- 
dinance making the amounts $10,000 joe 
$5,000 respectively, immediately after its 
passage by the council next Monday night.

The bonds of John R. McCabe, city clerk, 
and John E. Traeger, city treasurer, have 
been filed in the city clerk's office. Traeger's) 
bond is for $2,000,000 and McCabe's 
$5,000. Both were furnished by the Illinois 
Surety company.

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SCHOOL BODGRT A “JOKE” 


BLUNDER OF DUNNE TRUSTEES 
POINTED OUT BY SPIBGEL. 


Appropriations fer the Year Based 
Partly on Expectation of Getting 
$385,000 Which Is Tied Up by Liti- 
gsation—-Reduction of Salaries of 
Teachers and Other Employes of 
the Board Will Be WNecessary— 
Trouble Over Text Book Bill. 


Modie J. Spiegel, the chairman of the 
finance committee of the Dunne school board, 
said last night that the board’s budget for 
this year is a “‘ monstrous joke.” 

He added that cuts would have to be made 
in the salaries of all the teachers and other 
employés of the board because some of the 
appropriations were based on the prospect of 
securing some $385,000 back rent claimed to 
be due to the board from tenants of State 
street and Dearborn street properties. This 
money was tied up in litigation, and it may 
take two years to decide the appeal in the 
Appellate court. 

There is talk among the board members of 
reducing the appropriations te conform to 
the present condition of blighted hopés as 
regards the pending suit. Some mention of 
these proposed reductions was made in the 
finance committee meeting last night, but no 


action was taken. 
As a matter of fact, the trustees knew all 
the time that they were building castles in 


Spain in their expansive projects. Now that 


the “ dream ”’ period is ended they will get 
down to business and pare their expenditures 
down to realities. 


Text Book Measure Attacked. 

‘The charge that the so-called “ anti-W. O, 
T. U. text book bill,”” which the reform school 
board has indorsed and is seeking to have 
enacted by the general assembly, was drafted 
by the representative of a text book pub- 
lishing company was made following the 
announcement that Superintendent of 
Schools Edwin G. Cooley had protested 
against accepting the commission given him 
by the board to go to Springfield and lobby 
in the interests of the bill. 

It was declared that the passage of the 
measure practically would have the effect of 
compelling the school board to adopt the 
physiology. published by Silver, Burdett & 
Co. This bill, which is referred to in school 
circles as the “ McCullough bill ’*—James 
McCullough being a book agent in theemploy 
of Silver, Burdett & Co.—repeals the law 
enacted some years ago which compels 
boards of education throughout the state to 
use a physiology in which twenty pages are 
devoted to the evil effects of the use of in- 
toxicants and narcotics. 


Similar Bill Killed Recently. 

Several months ago the school board pre- 
sented a bill repealing the W. C. T. U. law, 
but it was killed when the temperance work- 
ers went to Springfield and charged that the 
board desired the passing of its bill in order 
that it might be left free to patronize certain 
publishers. The ‘‘ McCullough bill,’’ which 
has the same effect as the board's bill, will 
come up for action before the committee of 
the house in a few days and at its last meet- 
ing the school management committee di- 
rected Supt. Cooley to go to Springfield and 
lobby in behalf of the bili. 

Supt. Cooley was on a speechmaking tour 
in Nebraska at that time. As soon as he 
returned, according to one of his friends on 
the board, he protested against being sent 
upon t4uch a mission. 

‘‘He urged that he should not be required 
to go unless President Ritter accompanied 
him,’’ said the esch6ol trustee. ‘ Although 
Supt. Cooley believes the Silver-Burdett 
book is one of the best physiologies pub- 
lished, he does not feel that he can consent 
to lobby for a bill which is plainly in the 
interests of\a certain text book, for the Sil- 
ver-Burdett book would be the one which 
most nearfy anewers the requirements set 
forth in the bill.” 


Cooley Declines to Talk. 

Supt. Cooley declined to be interviewed, but 
he would not deny that he-had protested 
against being asked to go to Springfield in 
the interests of the measure. 

Mrs. W. C. H. Keough, school trustee, said 
the bill was drafted by Mr. McCullough and 
that the Silver-Burdett book answers all the 
specifications in the bill. 

“ The passage of the bill,” she said, “* would 
practically mean that the Silver-Burdett book 
must be used.”’ 

President Ritter, although he was in his 
office all afternoon, was ‘too busy ” to be 
interviewed. It was declared, however, that 
the strong position taken by Supt. Cooley 
against the passage of any discriminating 
legislation probably would induce the board 
to change its decision in regard to sending 
him to Springfield.

Although the com- 
mission. had sent out special delivery letters 
“ requesting ” all the inspectors ‘and captains 
in the department to appear, only one in- 
spector and five captains responded. 

Conspicuous among the absentees were 
close personal friends of Chief Collins, nota- 
bly Captain Thomas C. Kane of the Shef- 
field avenue station and Capt. James O’Don- 
nell Storen of South Chicago. Inspector 
George M. Shippy's absence was due to his 
iliness., 


Lone Inspector Appears. 

The lone inspector who appeared was Jo- 
seph Kandzia of the West Chicago avenue 
district, who is named in the charges as 
having attempted to intimidate a business 
man. The captains who “ showed” were 
Frank Barcal of the East Chicago avenue 
station, W. P. Clancy of the Thirty-fifth 
street station, John MoWeeney of the Hyde 
Park station, John Rehm of the Desplaines 
street station, and John M. Haines of the At- 
Arill street station, 

The commissioners made sure of them 
by personally serving the subpcenas which 
had been issued inthe first place. They were 
told to come back tomorrow morning at 10 
o'clock, by which time it is expected that 
the missing police officers will have been 
served with the subpoenas by a special in- 
vestigator of the civil service commission.

WORK. OF POLICE REPORTED. 


Chief Collins Says Number of Ar- 
rests Last Year Exceeded Those 
of 1905 by 10 Per Cent. 


The annual report of the Chicaga police de- 
partment, issued yesterday by Chief Collins, 
shows 91,554 arrests were made in Chicago 
during the year 1906, an increase of 10 per 
cent over the year 1905. Of these arrests 
12,376 were for felonies, 8,945 for state mis- 
demeanors, and 70,233 for violation of the 
city ordinances.

Included among the cases disposed of 5,490 
persons were held to the grand jury and 
Juvenile court and 22,698 persons fined: 178 
were convicted of robbery and 381 of burglary 
by the Criminal court.

The department had 2,590 policemen on 
Jan. 1, 1906. During the year 1,010 patrolmen 
were added, making a roster of 3,600 officers 
and men; 477 other employés, a total of 4,077 
employés in the department. : 

The-report says 6,861 gambling cases were 
prosecuted, 267 telephones were seized in 
connection with handbook raids, and that 
** gambling in Chicago is practically extinet.’’ 

Police Attorney Frank Comerford, the 
Municipal courts, and the officials in charge 
of them are praised. In the front of the 
book is a picture of Chief Collins.

FINAL DETAIIS OF CHANGES TO 
BE OONSIDERED THIS WEEK. 


Chicago City Railway Directors, at 
Meeting Which Probably Will Be 
Held on Friday, Are Expected to 
Adopt a Letter Formally Accept- 
ing the New Ordinance—Mayor 
Busse to Select Competent Man for 
Member of Board of Engineers. . 


Final details for the reconstruction and 
rehabilitation of the Chicago City railway 
company’s lines will be taken up and agreed 
upon at a meeting of the directors of the com- 
pany probably Friday afternoon. 

At that meeting it is planned to adopt and 
send to the city a letter of acceptance of the 
traction ordinance and take up the question 
of the company's representation upon the 
board of engineers which, in a few weeks, will 
control thetraction situation in Chicago. 

The company’s official acceptance of the 
ordigances has been delayed because of the 
absefice from Chicago of Attorney John P. 
Wilson, who until yesterday was arguing 1 
tax case before the Supreme court. With 
that case disposed of Mr. Wilson will return 
to Chicago today. It is expected that the 
letter of acceptance will be drafted ag soon 
as Attorney Wilson arrives, and the meet- 
ing of the directors will be called at once. 


To Select Competent Engineer. 

Mayor Busse has been studying up on the 
traction situation, but he has not yet de- 
cided upon the men who will represent the 
city upon the board of engineers. It is ex- 
pected, however, that before the end-of the 
week he will select a practical engineer of 
long experience. 

** There are many sides of the situation that 
must be considered in the appoiritment of the 
man for this board,’”’ said Mayor Busse. “I 
cannot say at present just who the man will 
be, but he will*be a man whose presence upon 
the board will be a guarantee that the in- 
terests of the city will not suffer.’’ 

As soon as the board is organized Bion J. 
Arnold will submit to his fellow members 
the work which he has been carrying on in 
his offices. This work includes drafts of 
plans for new tracks, elevations, and other 
improvements which will be made necessary 
as soon as the real work of rehabilitation 
begins. There is little doubt that these plans 
will be approved by the board. 


Contract for Rails Approved. 

After a conference with representatives of 
the Chicago City railway yesterday, Mr: 
Arnold approved of the contract made by the 
company with an eastern firm some weeks 
ago for 10,000 tons of rails of the new heavy 
type, which will be used in all of the recon- 
atruction work. 

Attorney Louis BE. Krauthoff of New York, 
trustee for the Chicago Railways company, 
will come to Chicago this week to look afiter 
the interests of the stockholders of the com- 
pany in the changes soon to be made. 


HITS FOES OF VIVISECTION 
AS INSPIRERS OF EPIDEMIC. 


Prof. James Rowland Angell of Uni- 
versity of Chicago Writes of Attacks 
on Scientists. 


Prof. James Rowland Angell, head of the 
department of psychology of the University 
of Chicago, delivers a vigorous attack on 
anti-vivisectionists and supports scientists in 
their experiments on live animals in an 
article, “The Reflections of a Layman on 
Vivisection,’’ in the current number of The 
World Today. 

He classifies the recent uprising in America 
and Great Britain as an epidemic and up- 
braids the public for being shocked at the 
atrocities of an operation on a rat, and then 
attacks hunters, nimrods, and persons who 
cut horses’ tails short, check up horses’ 
heads, and the dehorning and branding of 
cattle. : 

“The publc is shocked beyond measure at 
the atrocities of a totally anesthetic opera- 
tion on a rat, while it accepts without the 
quiver of an eyelid the widespread use of 
poisons which presumably cost other rats 
prolonged agony, and the use of traps which 
crush limbs and hold their victims thus im- 
prisoned for hours before the captor comes 
to dispatch the sufferer,’’ he writes. 

“A scientist is hounded through the press 
as a devil incarnate flor inoculating animals 
with deadly diseases in the search for pre- 
ventives of diseases in mankind, while che 
pleasure seeking sportsman who grievously 
wounds birds, animals, and fishes in the un- 
successful effort to slaughter them for his 
own amusement, is accepted as a clean mind- 
ed citizen. 

“The scientist who experiments upon an 
anesthetized dog in order to perfect his tech- 
nique for the performance of surgical oper- 
ations on human beings, is likely to find him- 
self assailed as a heartless brute, while the 
explorer in search of the morth pole, that 
crying need of modern civilization, may 
slaughter a regiment of dogs by fatigue and 
starvation and get only public encomiums for 
his heroism.”’ 


COOK IS SERIOUSLY STABBED. 


John Burke, Restaurant Employe, Is 
Injured in Fray with Patron Who 
Neglected His Bill. 


In an argument over the payment of a 
meal check John Burke, 33 years old, a cook 
in a restaurant at 147 North Clark street, 
was stabbed probably fatally last night. His 
assailant escaped. Burke, with deep gashes 
in his left side and stomach, inflicted with a 
large pocket knife, was taken to the county 
hospital. 

According to employés of the restaurant 
the assailant owed the restaurant for a meal 
eaten some days ago, and when he started 
to leave the place last night without offering 
to pay for it Burke reminded the proprietor, 
J. H. Ireland. This so angered the man that 
he made an insulting remark to the cook, 
which the latter resented. 

The two men ‘engaged in a struggle, which 
brought them to the doorway of the res- 
taurant. The patron was seen to draw the 
knife from his pocket ana slash Burke twice. 
He then ran south in North Clark street, and, 
although pursued, estaped by a side street.

Animal Belonging to Dr. G. M. Cham- 
berlin Found Exhausted After 
Long Drive by Thief.

Dr. Chamberlin was making a professional 
call, and left the horse standing at the curb. 
While he was engaged, it is said, that a young 
man climbed into the rig and drove away.

. TO COME HOME. 


Gets Extradition Papers for 
Constantine and May 
Start Today. 


PRISONER SHOWING FEAR 


Says He Is Afraid of Feeling in 
Chicago; Lawyers Plan to 
Protect Him. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

New York, April 9.—[Special.]—The last bit 
of official red tape which has kept Frank J, 
Constantine out of the hands of the Chicago 
Police for-a week will be unwound tomorrow 
morning. The extradition papers arrived 
from Albany today, and are now in possession 
of Assistant Chief of Police Schuettler of Chi- 
cago. 

Early tomorrow the prisoner will be taken 
to the district attorney's office, where the 
formality of having Gov. Hughes’ signature 
approved will be gone through and the formal 
release signed. Then Constantine will be 
rushed on board the first train leaving for 
Chicago. 

Assistant Chief Schuettler has taken every 
precaution to guard against further delay, 
and said tonight he had no expectation of 
anything happening to delay his departure 
with the man he believes guilty of the murder 
of Mrs. Arthur W. Gentry. 

Constantine today gave expression to the 
first fear he has shown. 

“I would rather be tried somewhere else 
than in Chicago,” he said. “I am afraid 
that the feeling out there is too strong against 
me for a fair trial."’ 

Says He Can Explain “Suicide.”’ 

When told that his lawyers claimed to have 
found new eviderice in his favor he said: 

“T can give plenty of reasons why Mrs. 
Gentry killed herself. I will talk at the 
proper time. There are things which enter 
into thie case which I alone know. They say 
it was a peculiar way for a woman tocommit 
suicide. Well, she was a peculiar woman 
and may not have been altogether in her 
right mind.” . 

Constantine was asked concerning the 
statements made by members of the Sophia 
family that he had not been in their Intervale 
avenue home for more than a4 year. 

“O, well,” he said, “it does not matter. 
We will clear that up later.” 

Schuettler has not approached the prisoner 
yet. The assistant chief today visited the 
Tombs prison where Harry K. Thaw is con- 
fined and inspected the sanitary arrange- 
ments of that institution. The rest of the 
day he spent plotting to outwit the Italian 


| friends of Constantine who have been shad- 


owing him and his men during their wait in 
New York. 


Prisoner Puzzle to Police. 

Constantine is a puzzle to the police offi- 
clals, both of Chicago and New York, who 
have been watching him since his capture. 
He has the resourcefulness of an old crook, 
his jailers say, and yet until his arrest was 
not known as a criminal. What could have 
aroused him to the murder of which they 
believe him guilty is an endgma at polica 
headquarters. Little light has been thrown 
on the problem by all that has been dug 
up concerning his past life. Itis known that 
Constantine forged the names of several 
New York aldermen to recommendations 
years ago in order to get jobs which he sel- 
dom held longer than two or three weeks, 


FIGHT “SWEATBOX” ORDEAL. 

A determined effort to save Frank J. Con- 
atantine, charged with the murder of Mrs, 
A..W. Gentry, from the “‘ sweatbox ’’ methods 
of the police department, will be waged by 
his attorneys from the moment the prisoner 
reaches Chicago. Attorney Robert EB. Cant- 
well, who has been retained to assist in the 
defense of Constantine, last night said: 

** There is going to be no star chamber ses- 
sions between the police and Constantine, 
No driving him around to out of the way 
places in a private automobile. The papers 
on which he was brought back to the state of 
Illinois from the state of New York specify 
that he ig to be given to the custody of the 
sheriff of Cook county, and I am going to in- 
sist on it. The police have all the statements 
they are going to get out of Constantine, 
and if he is not given over to the sheriff as 
soon as he arrives in Chicago I will ask for a 
writ of habeas corpus.”’ - 

Mr. Cantwell refused to go deeper into the 
defense of Constantine than he has already 
outlined. This is to the effect that Mrs. 
Gentry committed suicide and that Con- 
stantine fled realizing the force of circum- 
stantial evidence against him. He derided 
the idea that an Insanity plea might be made 
in behalf of Constantine.

Capt. O’Brien in the city hall it was de- 
clared that no preparations had been made 
for the-reception of Constantine.

ringfield, Ill., April 9.—[Special.]—Iin ex- 
vies the Chicago charter bill tonight the 
house committee reached article 5, which 
contains the grant of power to the city coun- 
cil. and several of the members from districts 
outside of Chicago immediately betrayed 
alarm. Advice was given at once that the 
quickest solution of this question would be 
for the charter framers to draw a new section 
and give up the attempt to secure the “ home 
rule”’ authority which the present section 
aims to confer. 

Prof. Ernest Freund of the University of 
Chicago, who did most of the actual work of 
érafting the charter, was present at the com- 
mittee meeting, and at the request of Repre- 
sentative James M. Kittleman, chairman of 
the committee, undertook to allay the fears 
of the down state members. 

“The section, when it is studied,”’ he said, 
“will not appear so alarming as it does at 
first glance. It is the intention to give Chi- 
cago all the home rule that can be delegated 
@o it. That was the intention of the constitu- 
tional amendment which has made the 
charter legislation possible. 

“It is provided first that legislative power 
of the city sffall extend to all matters of local 
legislation and municipal government which 
can be delegated to it constitutionally by the 
legislature. We have put the word ‘ constitu- 
tionally ' in expressly to show that there is no 
intention of overreaching. This grant of 
power is subject further to all general laws 
of the state which are not modified or super- 
seded by the charter itself.” 


Answers Objector’s Attack. 

“ Name a general law of the state which is 
modified by the charter,” said Representa- 
tive Pierson, one of the objectors. 

“The local improvement law is modified in 

respects,” said Prof. Freund. “ The 
municipal election law is modified in some 
ways. The powers of municipal supervision 
are extended, for instance, in the case of 
tenements, in which respect the state laws 
are exceedingly weak. 

“There is also this further restriction 

which becomes more important the more it 
is studied. The Supreme court of this state 
fe extremely cautious in such matters. It 
may be expected to decide in favor of the 
state legislature in cases which might pro- 
duce a conflict. 
_“ The more the section is studied the legs 
alarming it will appear. Thereisno grant of 
power contained in it which should not prop- 
erly be given a municipality operating under 
@ specia! charter. There is no intention to 
divorce Chicago from the rest of the state. It 
ig the intention merely to give to Chicago au- 
thority to settle for itself such questions as 
are entirely local in their character, which 
are not in contravention of any general laws 
of the state, and which can constitutionally 
be determined by @ local legislature.’’

CHICAGO MEN ARGUE BEFORE 
LEGISLATIVE COMMITTEE. 


Delegation Urges Passage of Pend- 
ing Measure Permitting Corpora~ 
tions to Increase Real Estate Hold- 
ings to a Limit Not Exceeding $5,- 
000,000—B. A. Fessenden Opposes, 
Declaring Law Would Be a Blow to 
Individual Ownership. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT .! 

Springfield, Il, April 9.—[Special. ]—Real 
estate men had their hearing before a joint 
meeting of the corporations committees of 
the house and senate in the hall of represen- 
tatives tonight on the bill to allow corpora- 
tions to hold reel estate in Iilinocis to e Umit 
of $5,000,000 in value. 

Ageinst a large delegation of real estate 
men who appeared in favor of the proposed 
measure B. A. Fessenden, a member ofthe 
real estate board, appeared practically single 
handed to oppose it. 

“You might as well sow the state full of 
Canadian thistles as to pass thia bill,” he de- 
clared. “It will be destructive of individ- 
ualism. Our country has fostered individual 
ownership of land and this bill would create 
corporation ownership.” 

It is apparent that the measure will be a 
hard one to pass, even if it should surprise 
ite friends and make a better showing than 
is expected of it. Legislative hostility was 
indicated in questions which were shot at its 
advocates. 

The improvement of sections of Chicago 
which now discredit the city was the argu- 
ment which the supporters of the measure 
held out as an inducement for its passage. 


Calls It Poor Man’s Bill. 


Another argument was that people of small 
means would be able to secure real estate 
holdings in partial ownership by buying 
stock mm a real estate holding corporation. 
The measure was thus dressed out as a 
“poor man’s measure,”” and it was repre- 
sented that under individual ownership only 
miltonairee could hope to have any interést 
in downtown real estate in Chicago. Real 
estate, the advocates of the measure said. 
was stagnant now in Chicago, while $150,- 
00,000 is tied up in savings depagits. 

The speakers for the bill included D. R. 
Forgan, president of the Chicago Commer- 
cial association, which has indorsed the 
measure; E. 8. Judd, president of the Chicago 
real estate board; J. H. Van Viissingen, a 
member of the Chicago real estate board and 
chairman of the committee that came to 
Springfield; H. C. Barlow, executive director 
of the Chicago Commercial association; 
Samuel J. Kline of the Chicago Commercial 
association; B. A. Renwick of the Blinois 
chapter of the American Institute of Archi- 


tects. 
Many Questions Asked. 


Mr. Judd, who led off the argument flor the 
real estate men, and Mr. Van Viissingen and 
Mr. Forgan were able to complete their talks 
without interruption, but when Mr. Barlow 
attempted to explain. that the time had come 
when the people of Chicago should be allowed 
to do directly what they are now doing !n- 
directly he was subjected to a fire of ques- 
tions. 

Mr. Barlow said he could see no reason why 
a corporation should not be organized to 
own the building as to operate safety deposit 
boxes and thus own the building. Private 
individuals, he said, were no longer able to 
handle the great real estate business of Chi- 
cago anda combination of capital was made 
neceasary for the convenience of the business 
interests of the city. The development of the 
city, he declared, was marvelous and the 
large majority of the people of the city did 
not comprehend tt. During the first six 
months of 1906, he said, 8,801 new commer- 
celal institutions were opened in that city. 
There are now 9,000 manufacturers turning 
out millions of dollars’ worth of goods, and it 
is necessary for some one to buy the real 
estate and improve it. 

Mr. Hill opened up the questioning. He 
wanted to know of Mr. Barlow why these 
companies could not increase their capital 
stock and thus secure funds with which to 
erect sultable buildings for the conduct of 
their business. 

Mr. Barlow thought most of the corpora- 
tions object to increasing their capita! stock. 
Mr. Forgan thought a corporation is handi- 
capped by having too much of its capita! tied 
up in real estate. 


Chicago Architect Objects. 


Dr. Allison, a member of the house, handed 
to Mr. Barlow a letter sent to Dr. Allison by 
a Chicago architect protesting against i..a 
passage of these bills. Dr. Allison asked that 
Mr. Barlow read the letter and answer the 
arguments presented therein. Mr. Barlow 
read the letter, but turned it over to Repre- 
sentative Church, who presided ae chairman 
of the meeting, without offering any answer 
to it. 

The letter came from F. M. Barton, a Chi- 
cago architect. It stated that if these bills 
were enacted into laws it would be possible 
for speculators to sell stock in excess of its 
actual value on the general confidence of the 
people in real estate securities. Bonds would 
be issued, the letter declared, and would be 
quoted on the market with fluctuating value 
the same as other personal property securi- 
ties. 

Mr. Fessenden in opposition to the Dill 
finally got the floor and before he finished 
his arguments the committee wae applaud- 
ing instead of questioning. 


Sees Peril in Bill. 

‘“*T am not here as a member of the real es- 
tate board,” he said, “although I am a 
member. I am here as a citizen of Illinois, 
which is greater, and to protest against a bill 
which would mean disaster. When I see my 
neighbor’s barn burning I cry ‘fire!’ I do 
not pretend to be the fire engine, but I will 
yell ‘fire’ in tRe hope that the legislature, 
which is the fire department, will turn out 
and put out the fire.’’ 

He drew comparisons between the condi- 
tion which would result from the passage of 
the biN and conditions which prevail) in Eng- 
land, where the house of lorde by the entail 
system, possesses a large portion of the real 
estate. 

He Geclared that individual ownership of 
land would pass away if corporations were 
permitted to own it and that a combination 
of famfiies and corporations could secure 
control of all the downtown district of Chi- 
cago under such an act.

TAKES NEW TURN. 


Friends and Foes of Demon 
Rum Shift Battle Scene 
to State Senate. 


PARTY CIRCLE STILL SAFE 


Representative Lantz Says Na- 
tion’s Bulwarks Are Menaced 
by Plot to Change Ballot. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Springfield, Ill., April 9.—[Special.]—A re- 
newal of hostilities between the friends and 
foes of rum is expected tomorrow in the 
legiglature, the field of conflict being shifted 
from the house to the senate. 

Senator H. H. Evans and his license com- 
mittee spent today marching around in cir 
cles, and at this writing seem to have taken 
to the woods, but Senator O. F’. Berry, whois 
handling the campeign for the Anti-Saloon 
league, announces his intention of forcing 
the fight/in the morning. 
“He will introduce, he says, a bill similar 
to the original local option bill, with the 
elimination of the county, ward, and pre- 
cinct features, and will endeavor to have it 
sent to second reading without reference to 
a committee. 

Mr. Evane and his committee decided early 


{mn the day to report in a local option bill 


and devised one which was a shade worse 
than the Browne house bill, from the tem- 
perance viewpoint. 

Mr. Berry then prepared his measure as a 
eubstitute with the intention of offering it 
as such on second reading of the Evans bill 
in the morning. Thereupon Mr. Evans de- 
veloped a case of cold feet, reconvened his 
committee, rescinded its action in reporting 
out the bill it had devised, and took to the 


woods. 
Berry Changes His Plans. 


Mr. Berry accordingly changed his tactics 
and will present his measure as an original 
bill and ask for a suspension of the rules to 
advance it. His bill in part is what the Anti- 
Salon league desires to have paseed by the 
legislature. It doesnot go far enough to please 
the foes of rum entirely, but it goes alto- 
gether too far to be acceptable to the friends 
of the same, It would allow a.wote on the 
liquor question in townships, cities, towns, 
and villages, and in the election precincts 
of counties not under township organization. 

Senator Evans’ committee bill also would 
seem to allow this, but Mr. Evans and his 
fellow laborers in the field of statesmanship 
put a merry little joker in their measure 
which would nullify the result of the vote if 
it happened to be against the saloons. This 
joker was in the form of a provision that 
the act shall not apply to territory annexed 
or hereafter annexed to any incorporated 
town or city under the provisions of the act 
governing the annexation of territory. 
Originally some such provision regarding 
territory already annexed was desired by 
the Hyde Park prohibitionists to protect their: 
anti-saloon territory, but Mr. Bvans’ amend- 
ment would enable the liquor interests in a 
city, town, or township which has voted 
against saloons to secure the annexation to 
the town of bits of neighboring territory, and 
in these annexed portions there would be no 
liquor restraint. 


Lantz Eloquent to Save ‘Circle.” 

The proposition to abolish the party circle 
in electiong throughout the state came up 
in the elections committee of the house this 
afternoon and to the surprise of its friends 
no hurry-up call for the ambulance was 
required. The proposition not on!y held its | 
own, but it was prevented from getting out 
in the shape of a report that “it do pass ’’ 
only by the sagacity of some of the commit- 
tee members who discovered that no quorum 
was present. 

Six committee members voted for it and 
four against it. Representative Walter 
Lantz, who announced that he always took 
his orders from his party master, was the 
statesman who discovered the lack of a 
quorum and thus necessitated the postpone- 
ment of consideration. 

Mr. Lantz, before making this important 
discovery, made others of equal Importance. 
He presented to the committee a picture of 
a suffering community, ruled in hard hearted 
fashion by newspapers, all because the in- 
telligent electorate could not go to the polls 
and vote the straight party ticket by mak- 
ing one mark in the circle. Mr. Lantz made 
it plain to the committee that the strong- 
hold of the politital master was guarded by 
the number of intelligent voters who could 
not be depended on to vote right if they had to 
remember anything more than to mark a 
cross in a party circle. He saw in the bill 
a great blow impending over American in- 
stitutions. Likewise and moreover, he 
thought it was *‘ bunk.”” Thus much for Mr. 
Lants. 

Representatives ApMadoc and Schaefer. 
after they recovered from the shock which 
Mr. Lantz had dealt to their emotions, went 
for the party boss, saying that the abolition 
of the party circle would.lead to more in- 
telligent voting and would prevent the elec- 
tion of undesirable candidates because of a 
straight party vote. A motion to report the 
bill out with an unfavorable recommenda- 
tion was lost by a vote of 4 to 6, and then 
the discovery of no quorum was made. 


Down State Men Retaliate. 


Representative Sheldon introduced ifn the 
house today a joint resolution for a reduction 
in the Cook county representation In the gen- 
eral assembly and it was sent to his commit- 
tee. It would amend the apportionment law 
to limit Cook county to seventeen senatorial 
districts, there being now nineteen. The 
resolution is thought to reflect the sentiment 
of downstate friends of the local option bill 
towards the Chicago representatives since 
they defeated the regular local option bill. 

An effort was made to pass the house bill 
which is wanted to validate or to remove 
from all auestion of invalidity some railroad 
bonds said to be held by John J. Mitchell and 
the Illinois Trust and Savings bank. There 
never has been any satisfactory explanation 
of the measure, which proposes to validate 
ne mergers effected between 1874 and 
1884. 

C. J. Lindly called it today and it started a 
clamor at once. He was unable to explain 
it to the satisfactfon of various members, 
who thought they smelled something, and 
Mr. Lindly had to drop it. So far as the ex- 
planations have gone this measure, which 
was introduced and advanced by Representa- 
tive Guy Bush, chairman of the house rail- 
road committee, is intended to remove some 
doubts regarding the issue of $75,000 worth 
of bonds which are involved in a merger of 
some stub railroads in Chicago, including 
the Dock railroad and Chicago Junction rali- 
road. Mr. Lindly went as far as he could 
with it and then jerked it back out of the fire. 


Highwood Bill Advanced. 

The bill establishing a temperance zone of 
a mile and an elghth around government res- 
ervations went to the third reading after 
Representative Lantz had made himeelf 
temporarily conspicuous by saying unkind 
things about the moral standard of the United 
States army. For these remarks Representa- 
tive Chiperfield and Representative Kerrick 
spanked Mr. Lantz, and the bill was ad- 
vanced. 

Senator Berry's anti-cigaret bill, prohib- 
iting the smoking of cigarets by minors un- 
der 18 years of age, also was advanced to 
third reading.

Senator Brown's bill, the “ search and seiz-

tional majority, the vote being 25 to 6, Cun- 
ningham, Jandus, Hall, Glackin, and Brod- 
erick voting in the negative. 

The house committee on insurance wasthe 
victim. of a burst of energy today, and re- 
ported out, with favorable recommendation, 
nine bills, including Representative McKin- 
lay’s measure to prohibit political contribu- 
tions from insurance companies, and the 
state administration bill, providing for crea- 
tion of the office of state fire marshal. 

Senator Hay is making another attempt to 
bring private banks under state jurisdiction, 
introducing today a bill to prohibit the use 
of the name “ bank,” “ banking,” or ** bank- 
er’ by any person or association not under 
the supervision of the general banking act.

Plan to Put County Employes 


Under Civil Service Regu- 
lations Gets Setback. 


SEE PLOT OF LEADERS. 


Democrat on ‘Shurtleff’s Picked 
Committee Declares Party 
Attitude on Subject. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Springfield, I1l., April 9.—[Special.]—That 
little bunch of firecrackers which Speaker 
Shurtleff. fixed up for civil service when he 
appointed the house civil service committee 
had its first chance to explode this after- 
noon and grabbed it.. There was a series of 
sharp reports and then a large explosion, 
which was diagnosed afterwards as the blow- 
ing up of “ cannon cracker”’ Manny Abra- 
hams. After that there was nothing but 
débris. 

A delegation of civil service reformers came 
to town to advance the interests of the county 
civil service bill, framed by President 
Brundage ‘of the county board with the in- 
tention of putting the county service under 
the merit. law. The delegation succeeded 
brilliantly in the senate, where the bill was 
advanced to third reading, owing to the 
good will of Senator Daniel Campbell. 

Flushed with this success, the delegation 
advanced on the house civil service commit- 
tee, which is a carefully hand picked one, 
selected by Speaker Shurtleff for the express 
purpose of doing ungentlemanly things to 
civil service bills. 

This hand picked bunch of firecrackers, 
which includes such ardent advocates of civil 
service as Representatives Glade, McNichols, 
Bush, Kowalski, Beck, Fieldstack, Curran, 
O’Brien, McBride, Abrahams, and Riley, pro- 
ceeded to blow up and-scatter all over the 
delegation, after which it did the kindest 
thing it could do and postponed considera- 
tion on the bill. 

Mr. Abrahams finally stated the democratic 
position on the proposition by announcing his 
opinion that it was a plot to keep all the 
republicans in office. He stated it in sucha 
loud tone of voice that every one within half 
a mile heard it. 

The republican members indicated their 
hostility in a series of questions shot at each 
speaker for the bill. 

Included in the delegation were Edgar A. 
Bancroft, Charles D. Richards, J. W. Errant, 
Julius Stern, John Hanberg, Elton Lower, 
J. 8. Handy, Walter Shaw, Egbert Ropinson, 
and John R. Thompson. 

The bill places under civil service practical- 
ly all the Cook county employés except elec- 
tive officers and the heads of each office, ex- 
cepting such employés as are required to 
handle large sums of money. 


DRAIN WORKERS GO ON STRIKE. 


Demand 50 Cents a Day More Pay— 
Gasfitting Contracts in New Build- 
ings at a Standstill. 


Chicago and suburbs are exposed to the 
danger of fiooded basements and general 
damage by water through a strike of drain 
and pipe layers called yesterday. Practi- 
cally all the laborers employed in this work 
walked out when their employers refused to 
concede an advance of 50 cents a day ‘n 
wages. About 800 are on strike: | 

It ie said that the extension work in the 
city water department may suffer a delay, as 
the water pipe extension workers are threat- 
ening to join the drain laborers. 

The drain men have been receiving $3.50 a 
day, while the class of laborers known as 
* helpers ’’ have been getting $2.50. The new 
union scale, which the contractors refuse to 
grant, calis for $4 and $3. 

All efforts to continue the work of gasfitting 
were abandoned by the building contractors, 
who assert their inability to find men to take 
the places of the strikers, who have been out 
a week. Finishing work in buildings, as a 
result, is practically at a standstill.

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THEATER MEN WILL FIGH 


PLAN TO RESIST LEGISLATION 
AFFECTING THEIR HOUSES. 


Particular Opposition Will Be Made 
Against Laws Forbidding Ticket 
Speculation, Employment of Chil- 
dren in Plays, the Caficaturing of 
Nationalities, and Sunday Per- 
formances—Managers at 2 Secret 
Meeting Decide on Organization. 


Thedter managefs of Chicago are preparing 
to combine for the purpose of fighting what 
they consider meddlesome and injurious leg- 
islation. The fight will center on these points: 

Speculating in theater tickets. : 

Child labor laws. 

The caricaturing of nationalities 

Sunday closing. 

At a secret meeting held last night at the 
Grand Pacific hotel it was decided to form 
a& permanent organization and employ coun- 
sel to contest any legislation which may be 
passed which may be considered restrictive 
or injurious. 

Matters have been brought to a crisis, it is 
said, by the recent agitation on the subject 
of ticket .speculafion and caricaturing and 
the anti-caricature bill which has been intro- 
duced at Springfield has stirred the mana- 
gers into aggressiveness. 


Child Labor Law Denounced. 


The matter of the child labor laws has been 
a thorn in the side of the theater manager 
for some time, and the recent descent of the 
factory inspectors upon the children em- 
ployed in Maude Adams’ production of ‘‘Peter 
Pan’ has accentuated the bitterness felt 
against thelaw. The managers contend that 
it is absurd to say the children can be in- 
jured in any way by the short time they are 
fequired to spend on the stage, and, more- 
over, that the salaries which the children 
earn more than compensate them for the 
slight drawback of occasional late hours. 

The anti-caricature bill is characterized as 
the height of absurdity, and will be fought 
to the last ditch. It is urged that “ to pro- 
hibit the immemorial custom of nNdiculing pe- 
cullarities of nationality and race is to with- 
draw one of the most popular and amusing 
features of the comic stage, and would prove 
a serious blow to the farce and the musical 
comedy.”’ 

Sunday Performances Favored. 

Sunday closing is regarded as more or less. 
of a dead issue, but the recent activities of 
the Sunday Closing league and kindred as- 
sociations have decided the managers to be 
on the watch for any attempt to have the law 
enforced on this point. 

As far as ticket speculation is concerned 
the members of the aesociation profess to be 
unanimous in their desire to put an end-te 
the practice, but they declare there is a 
limit to the extent to which the legislators 
of either city or state can be allowed to 
interfere in the management of their business 
and when this limit Is overstepped they are 
prepared to take up arms., 

It is reported that Attorney Levy Mayer 
will be retained as special counsel for the 
association, but no definite action has as yet 
been taken pending the efforts-to secure the 
co6peration of the Studebaker and Kohl &

“Mrs. Hudson or any one else who might 
have been sweeping the floors could have 
found the money. She entered the cages to 
clean the floors. 

‘‘Pitzgerald asserts that his cash was all 
right when he put it in the vault on the 
night of Feb. 19, and he may have thought 
it wae, but it might have been that he 
dropped a packagecontaining $173,000 in bills 
of large denomination from the pile to the 
floor. The money is carried from the cage 
to the vault on a truck, and Fitzgerald had 
a private vault, with a combination lock 
on it. in the larger vault. 

‘‘On Feb. 19 Fitzgerald, under this theory, 
might have made up another package of 
$178,000 from loose bills and have failed to 
discover the loss until toward evening, when 
he undertook to balance his accounts.”’ 

It was said at the federal building that 
Fits@erald gave the secret service operatives 
the clew that led to the search of Mrs. Hud- 
son's ses. Fitzgerald refused to talk 
of the case last night.

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TAFT DECIDES ON 
CUBAN PROGRAM. 


American Troops Not to Leave 
the Island Till Jan. 1, 
1909, at Least. 


INAUGURATION JULY 4, 708 
Secretary Taft Has Busy Day Re- 
ceiving Delegations with 
Complaints. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ]} 

HAVANA, April 9.—American troops will 
not evacuate the island of Cuba until Jan. 1, 
1909. 

The municipad elections will be held next 
Noveimber and the presidential in June, 1908, 
if the country remains quiet. The new presi- 
dent will be Inaugurated July 4, 1908. 

The American troops will remain in the 
island for six months after the installation 
of the new government in order to prevent a 
recurrence of disorders. 

Such is the tentative program decided upon 
by Secretary Taft. He has not officially an- 
nounced it, but it is believed that it is the 
program he has made up his mind to follow. 


Liberals Are Satisfied. 

While the liberal party leaders are not 
wholly satisfied, they profess to be jubilant. 
They wanted the municipal elections in Sep- 
tember, the presidential election on Dec, 31, 
and the inauguration on May 20, 1908. 

But as proof that the liberals accept Sec- 
retary Taft's dictum with good grace is seen 
in the following statement by Gen. Castello 
in Bl Mundo: : 

‘It was a night of joy for the Cubans. 
The illustrious Secretary Taft solemnly de- 
clared to us that the purpose of the United 
States has not changed; that the obligations 
contracted when his government interfered 
in our- struggle to restore the republic in all

Taft Has Busy Day. 

Secretary Taft received many delegations 
today. First came one from the Planters’ 
league, composed of some of the most in- 
fluential residents of the island, who urged 
that no elections be held at an early date. 
They declared that such a prospect would 
prevent them obtaining money from bank- 
ers and would cause a general disruption of 
credit throughout the island. 

Another committee, composed of promi- 
nent citizens of Matanzas, presented a peti- 
tion for the removal of the governor of Ma- 
tanzas provinoe and the municipal authori- 
ties of Matanzas City, claiming fair elec- 
tions were an impossibility while these men 
remained in office. 

A committee of insurgent generals called 
and asked for the removal of the municipal 
officers of the cities of Havana, Marianao, 
and Batabano, claiming former President 
Palma illegally substituted the present offi- 
cers for the regularly efected liberals.

10,000 BITE AT RICH LURE 


Scheme Advertised as Giving 
Standard Hard Run Put in 
Swindle Class. 


Topeka, Kas., April 9.—{Special. }—Harry 
H. Tucker, treasurer and secretary of the 
Uncle Sam Oil company, who was indicted 
by the federal grand jury on eharges of 
using the mails to defraud, was arrested and 
arraigned in the United States District court 
here today. His bond was fixed at $15,000, 
and to get it Tucker went to Kansas City 
tonight in custody of a court officer. 

The grand jury’s indictments charge that 
Tucker has sold about $1,200,000, cash value, 
of stock in the Uncle Sam company, that 
the sum of about $20,008 paid in dividends to 
investors was taken from the receipts of 
stock sales and not from the earnings of the 
company, and that while this was going on 
Tucker was using the mails to accomplish 
the sale of more stock. The assets of the 

sfompany are now $150,000 less than the 
money received from’the sale, of the stock. 
10,000 stockholders Lured In. 
The company has an alleged capital of $17,- 
900,000. It has 10,000 stockholders, of whom, 
@ccording to its officers, there are 1,000 each 
in Ohio, Pennsylvania, and New York. 
Tucker originally was a newspaper re- 
er. In 1904 he In some way acquired a 
“majority of the stock of the Publishers’ Oil 
“company, Cherryvale, Kas. Shortly after, 
when the price of crude oil declined and the 
company was unable to do business at a 

’ profit, Tucker conceived the idea of organ- 
izing an oil company under the laws of 
Arizona.

STANDARD OIL DENIES EVERY 
CHARGE IN FEDERAL SUIT. 


Answer of Corporation, Rockefeller, 
Rogers, and Others to Ouster Pro- 
ceedings Filed in St. Louis. 


St. Louis, Mo., April 9.—The answer of the 
Standard Oil company of New Jersey, John 
D. Rockefeller, Henry H. Rogers, and other 
individual defendants, and about forty of the 
defendant corporations to the government's 
ouster suit, was filed late this afternoon in 
the United States Circuit court here. 

The answer was filed by Counsel Judge H.' 
8. Priest of St. Louis, and comprises a gen- 
eral denial of all the charges in the bill filed 
by the government and denying each para- 
graph in the bill in itsorder. With the denial 
was filed a bill of exceptions to all other 
parts of the goverr(hent’s bill, comprising 
thirty-seven exceptions, on the grounds of 
irrelevancy.

Widow of Late Thomas Connor Goes to 
Asylum—Adopted Child Is Made 
Heiress. 


St. Louis, Mo., April 9.—[Special.}—After 
spending twenty-four years in a St. Louis 
hospital Mrs. Connor, wife of the late State 
Senator Thomas Connor;has been adjudged 
hopelessly insane and will be sent fo an asy- 
lum. 

Mrs. Connor's condition is the result of 
chronic melancholia induced by her disap- 
polntment at being refused admittance to 
society in her home town of Joplin, Mo., 
when her husband became suddenly rich 
many years ago. She sought in vain to buy 
her way into the circles of the select in Jop- 
lin and her disappointment affected her mind. 

News of the widow's insanity was heard 
today by Agnes O’Hearn Connor, who was 
adopted by Connor a féw years ago, almost 
at the same time that the 15 year old girl 
learned that her foster father’s will made her 
am heiress to a third of his $2,000,000 estate.

The action of the attorney for the state has 
caused all sorts of speculation in the city, and 
it is alleged that he is preparing complaints 
against other witnesses that testified in the 
Collier case. It is alleged that one of the 
witnesses is in a serious mental condition on 
account of fears of possible prosecution for 
perjury. 

The hearing of Jackson and Montgomery 
is set for next Tuesday, but it is possible 
that the matter will have been settled before 
that time.

STARTS DASH IN JUNE. 


Plans Already Well Under Way;-:

New York, April 09.—Robert BE. Peary, U. 8. 
N.. whose application for leave of absence 
of thtee years was approved today by the 
secretary of the navy, definitely purposes 
to make another attempt this summer to 
reach the north pole. The three years leave 
of absence during which he made his last 
attempt, reaching the farthest point north 
ever attained—S7 degrees 6 minutes—expired 
last Sunday and the new leave begins at 


once. 
Preparations for Commander Peary’s next 


them secret, as it was felt that it would be 
a@ breach of courtesy, if not of discipline, for 
the naval officer to. announce his voyage 
until his superiors made it possible by their 
approvel. Today’s order granting Peary 
leave of absence stipulates that the time is 
to be devoted to arotic exploration. 


Start to Be Made in June. 

June is the month in which the start fs to be 
made, but the exact day has not been set- 
tled. Theexplorer, who has been busy giving 
lectures, went to Boston today and will re- 
turn to New York on Saturday, when thé 
preg of final preparation will proceed rap- 

y. 

All the funds necessary for the next dash 
for the north pole have not yet been obtained, 
Dut it is stated that there is no uneasiness 
astothat. Morris K. Jesup and another man 
of wealth, who caused his connection with 
the enterprise to be kept secret, furnished 
practically all of the $150,000 for the purchase 
of the Roosevelt and the fitting out of the last 
expedition. Mr. Jesup has been il! recently, 
but it is said maintains his interest in Peary’s 
efforts to reach the pole. 

The Roosevelt is at Shooters’ island and is 
being refitted with new boilers. Those used 
during its last voyage did hot supply ade- 

quate power and were credited with being 
one of the greatest drawbacks to the com- 
plete success of the expedition. 


Will Use the Roosevelt Again. 

The hull is sound and the changes in in- 
terior arrangements which Mr. Peary has 
decided upon will not be expensive. From 
the cost of thei expedition, which is to start 
in June, the deduction of the purchase price 
of the vessel will make a considerable item. 

Capt. Robert Bartlett of St. Johns, N. F.. 
sailing master of the Roosevelt, has been 
notified to come to New York in May to super- 
intend the fitting out of the vessel. Com- 
mander Peary, before the end of his last 
woyage, determined to select his own crew for 
his next advance on the pole to avoid the 
troubles which arose because of unruly and 
discontented spirits among his last ship's 
company. Me will pick every man to be 
taken. Roy Marvin, a naturalist, and Dr. 
Louis Wolff will accompany the expedition. 

Sledges will again be the main dependence 
of the explorer, and he will again follow the 
American route, making a dash across the 
ice from his winter quarters toward the pole, 
which he is more confident than ever of 
reaching:

PROTEST FROM INDIANA. 


Grand Army Men Oppose Invita- 
tion to President to De- 
liver Address. 


St. Paul, Minn., April 9.—The house of rep- 
resentatives today with a rising vote, which 
the speaker announced was “ nearly unani- 
mous,’ passed concurrent resolutions indors- 
ing President Roosevelt for a third term. 
The resolutions follow: 

“Whereas, By his wise initiative and 
courageous leadership the present president 
of the United States has become prominently 
identified with the cause of political, social, 
and@ business reform; and, 

“ Whereas, The great work of which he 
has been and now is the most distinguished 
exponent is yet unfinished; and, 

“ ‘Whereas, With singular unanimity the 
great body of the people of the United States, 
without regard to political affiliation, with 
explicit confidence in his great ability, un- 
seifish patriotism, and unswerving fidelity to 
his exalted trust; therefore, be-it 

“ Resolved, By the house of representatives, 
the senate concurring, that the best interests 
of the general government and the successful 
establishment of the great public measures 
which have been inaugurated by the present 
national administration demand the nomina- 
tion and reélection of Theodore Roosevelt to 
the presidency of the United States.’’ 

One Negative Republican. 

The only republican opposition came from 
Representative Lennon of Minneapolis, who, 
on hearing what he thought was the speak- 
ers declaration that the resolution had 
passed by a unanimous vote, declared it was 
not so, as he had not voted for it. 

Speaker Johnaon then said he had an- 
nounced the vote as nearly unanimous. 

Mr. Lennon, in explanation, said he was not 
for forcing a third term on any man. He 
belleved there was other good material-in 
the party. 

During the taking of the vote the deme 
cratic members remained seated. 

Indiana Old Soldiers Object. 

Indianapolis, Ind., Aprib 9.—[Special.]— 
Members of the general committee of the 
Grand Army of the Republic met today and 
adopted a resolution requesting that. Presi- 
dent Roosevelt be invited to deliver the 
principal address at Crown Hill on May 30. 
Z. T. Landers, a‘member of the committeo, 
protested vigorously against the resolution, 
and declared he would see that President 
Roosevelt received resolutions adopted by a 
number of Grand Army posts objecting to 
his presence here on thatday. Twenty posts 
have adopted such resolutions at the instance 
of the general memorial committee.

activity of the federal government, it would 
surely have been misunderstood. 

The president's best friends therefore are 
congratulating him upon the fact that he has 
decided to cut out all economic topics from 
his Jamestown speech, and devote himself 
exclusively to the history of the early set- 
tlement of America. It is believed thie will 


have a good effect on business interests . 


generailly. 

The situation in Wall street is still far from 
satisfactory. There has been too much of 
tumult on the stock exchange, and the range 
of prices hae been too extraordinary to per- 
mit the general public to invest with any 
degree of safety. The federal government 
has come to the relief of the street without 
the sifightest hesitation, and in the most 
practical-manner. Secretary Cortelyou has 
acted wisely, and at the same time conserva- 
tively. He will refund a lot of bonds which 
become due at the end of this fiscal year, and 
has deposited the customs receipts freely in 
the national banka, beside# permitting them 
to retain the time deposity made by Secretary 
Shaw and the time circulation as well. All 
of these things have demonstrated the prac- 
tica] friendliness of the administration for 
the real business interests of the country. 


Experts Afraid of Agitation. 

Treasury experte and financial students 
generally have been afraid that any further 
agitation of economic subjects on the part 
either of the president or of the railroad 
magnates themselves might have a bad ef- 
fect on Ordinary commeroial interests. They 
do not believe the president or his adminis- 
tration generally is responsible for the see 
saw in prices in Wall street, but they do think 
that the country gradually has worked itself 
into a condition where it craved something 
new and strange in the way of an administra- 
tion policy. 

Many people were afraid that a deciaration 
on the part of the president at Jamestown 
would either be misunderstood or would stir 
up the people, ae he would not intend to 
have them stirred. They therefore see in his 
decision to make an historical address only 
a wise and statesmaniike attempt on his 
part to avoid hysteria of all kinds and to de- 
velop his future policy in regard to the regu- 
lation of corporations slowly, cautiously, and 
in such manner as to accustom the public 
gradually to any radical step he may thing 
it best to take. 


Will Paint Nation’s History. 


There is a wealth of historical association 
in connection with the opening of the James- 
town exposition, and such a trained writer 
and historian as President Roosevelt will 
find it a labor of love to go over the story 
of Sir Walter Raleigh, of Capt. John Smith, 
of Pocahontas, and of the térritory round 
about which was so much of the colonial 
struggle, of the revolutionary daye, and of 
the civil war. 

The theme will give the president an op- 
portunity to paint the history of America 
from its foundations to the final develop- 
ment of the new north and the new south. 
The politicians and agitators may regret the 
change of his subject, but it is sure that the 
world at large will be the gainer; and there 
is no doubt the business of the country will 
be better off for an historical disquisition 
than for a declaration of an economic policy, 
however important. 


Foraker’s Speech to Be Tame. 


It may be interesting to know, although 
the two things have no real connection at 
all, that Senator Foraker’s speech at Can- 
ton Wednesday night wil) also be a disap- 
pointment to seekers after sensations.

NO BOMBARDMENT.

REGULATING TRAFFIC. 

Manhattan bas a subway in successful , 
operation, but it has not got rid of the 
traction question. The people are dissatis- 
fied with the present transit system, an 
Mr. Theodore P. Shonts, late of the Pana- 
ma canal commission, and now at the head 
of the traction system, says he is “ com- 
pelled to admit there is reason for the 
dissatisfaction.” Ue makes several re 
medial suggestions, most of which are in- 
applicable to Chicago conditions. 
Mr. Shonts recommends among other

This is as good a provision for Chicago 
as it is for New York. Even after new 
tracks have been laid, through routes es- 
tablished, and increased power provided, 
there will remain the difficulties incident 
to getting cars through/the crowded busi- 
ness district in reasonable time. The 
‘value of the service, especially during the 
rush hours, depends considerably. on the | 
quick movement of the cars around their 
downtown loops. Existing difficulties will 
be intensified shortly for some of the Iines. 
The season of navigation will soon begin 
and the bridges will be open oftener. The 
La Salle street tunnel ction has been 
cleared away, and there be more big 
steatiers going up and down the stream. 
Conditions will be worse at such crossings 
as Lake and Olark and Lake and Fifth 
avenue than they were last fall. 

This is the time to work out a plan for 
the reasonable restriction of street traffic 
in the congested parts of the city so that 
the surface cars may Se enabled to move 
at something better than a snail's pace. 
There have beer desultory a at 
traffic regulation, but they have not accom- 
plished much. 

Traffic regulation will improve condi- 
tions momentarily, but the better the cars 
and the better the time they make, the 
mére popular will they be. Improved serv- 
ice means more travel. BDilevated and sur- 
face lines, no matter how well operated, 
will not take care of the people. There 
has to be a subway syetem, and “it is to 
be hoped,” as Mr. Bion J. Arnold says, 
“that the council will take early action 
awegarding the preliminary portion of the 
subway system ’—the portion within. the 
business district. Thie is about the most 
important matter awaiting the consider- 
ation of the council. Unless there shall 
be early provision for a subway complaints 
of overcrowded cars will be louder a few 
years hence (han they are now. There is 
no reason to believe that the idea) service 
—that which provides a seat for every 
passenger—will come with the construc- 
tion of a subway. It is impossible to keep 
up with the requirenients of a wobtes 
city. But there must be subways so that 
the traffic may be taken care 6f tolerably” 


well. 


CUBA. 
Cuba is to have at least one more year 
of American peace. The bueimess men 
and property owners of Cuba are thank- 
ful for that; but they would be better 
pleased if there were an assurance that 
that peace were to be with them always. 
Secretary Taft says that the municipal 
elections will be held in September and 
“the presidential election will follow at 
some indefinite future time, probably five 
or six months, depending on conditions.” 

The municipa] elections are looked for- 
ward to impatiently by the liberal politi- 
cians, the men who headed the revolution 
which upset the Palma government. They 
want the offices and are dissatisfied be- 
cause Gov. Magoon has not turned out 
many of the present incumbents and put 
liberals in their places. The next mt- 
nicipal elections will be supervised by 
American officials and will be honestly 
conducted, which the last ones were not. 
There ts no question that the conserva- 
tives committed gross frauds. It will be 
interesting to observe how the result of 
the elections is taken by the defeated can- 
didates and their friends. If they shall 
not accept it unmurmuringly there should 
be no haste about the presidentia) elec- 
tion and the setting up of another inde 
pendent Cuban government. 

President Roosevelt has made up his 
mind to give the Oubans another chance 
to prove their unfitness for independence, 
but # would suit the mass of the péeple 
better if he were to put an end to the 
farce now. The American people do not 
share Andrew D. White’s alarm as to the 
consequenees of the annexation of Cuba. 
They are not willimg as he is to inter- 
vene seventy times seven to restore peace 
when it would be so much easier -to re- 
store it forever by annexation. The prop- 
osition that the material development of 
a wonderfully rich island shall be per 
petually checked by recurrent revolutions, 
followed by brief imtervals of peace, does 
not appeal to the practical side of the 
American nature. The people acquiesce 
in the determination of the administra- 
tien that Ouban fitmess for self-govern- 
ment shall be given another trial, but they 
are of the opinion that that will postpone 
annexation for a few years only.

It  be- 
longs with the lowest kind of dance hall, 
where the enjoyment of a popular form 
of recreation is made subservient to the 
pandering to the baseat passions of wicked 
men and women. The complaints against 
it are constant. Those who are working 
to reclaim wayward children are ppited 
im thelr demand that the five cent show 
must go, @helr cry should be reinforced 
by the pretests of all good citizens. When 
an institution is everywhere recognized as 
evil in its influence it should not be tol- 
erated for a day.in a community where 
truth and honor and good citizensiiip are 
urged ag worthy of the aspirations of 
chilthood.. ‘@{here is no voice raised to 
defend the great majority of the five cent 
theaters because they cannot be defended. 
They are hopelessly bad. 


PRACTICE ACT REVISION. 

House bill' 241 provides for a revision 
of the practice act, which regulates the 
practice in the courts of Illinois. It is 
not revolutionary in its nature, but wil! 
correct the present act in ways which 
experience shows to be necessary. The 
only opposition to ft comes from certain 
lawyers whose specialty is harping upon 
technicalities, and as the proposed re 
. vieion. will simplify practice a little and 
diminish the number of technicalities in 
which even an experienced lawyer or 
judge may make a mistake they dislike it. 

The bill was prepared by a commission 
authorized by joint resolution of the gen- 
eral assembly and was favorably reported 
by the house committee on judicial de- 
partment and practice in the last legisla- 
ture, but failed to pass. Since that time 
it has been overhauled by committees 
from the State Bar association and the 
Chicago Bar association, and the parts to 
which objection had been made changed 
to suit the ideas of the majority. It now 
comes to the house again with a favorable 
report from the house committee. 

Of the 104 sections in the practice act, 
seventy-~one remain unchanged, ten are 
changed only in phraseology with a view 
te making the meaning clear and {ndis- 
putable, twenty-three are much changed, 
and twenty-one new sections are added. 
As no one but a lawyer need be familiar 
with this act and as the whole act in its 
present form occupies only sixteen pages 
in the volume of the statutes of Illinois, 
the proposed changes will not disturb 
many people and will be quickly learned 
by those interested. 

The general public will welcome any 
change which will make the work of the 
courts more expeditious and less likely to 
be reversed by higher courts on technical- 
ities. The public mighg go so far ag to 
wish for more simplicity than the revised 
_aect provides, but when a commission of 
eminent lawyers decides that this. much 
simplification is wise and necessary the 
public will be glad to get it. There can 
be no serious opposition to the bill. It is 
to be hoped that it will not be lost in the 
mass of unfinished legislation which every 
session of the legislature leaves.

The marquise de“Noailles, daughter of a 
Hebrew tailor of the name of Lachmann at 
Moscow, wae not the only relative against 
whom the dowager duchess bore a grudge. 
Her doors were also long closed to the duch- 
esse de Mouchy, née Princess Anna Murat, 
born in New Jersey of a Philadelphia mother. 
The duc de Mouchy is a nephew of the late 
duc de Noailles, and the head of the junior 
branch of the family. The dowager duchess 
considered it a terrible mesalliance that @ 
member of the grand old Crusader house of 
De Noalilles should have wed a girl whose 
grandfather on the paternal side—namely: 
Joachim Murat—had commenced his career 
as an ostier. Her husband devoted much at- 
tention to this country, and is the author of a 
monumental! volume entitled “ One Hundred 
Years of Democracy in the United States.” 
I am sorry to say that the subject is treated 
in @ most dreary and pedantic, though most 
erudite, manner, which is all the more aston- 
ishing as the late duke was the wittiest, most 
charming and interesting conversationalist 
that it waa poseible to find anywhere. His 
son, the present duke, has inherited his 
American re having been for several 
years the president of the association formed 
by Baron Pierre de Coubertin, “ for the pur- 
pose of promoting French influences in the 
universities and educational centers of the 
United States.""

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Where the Noailles are to be seen at their 
best is at their country seat of Maintenon, 
in the department of the Bure et lair. lit 
was a present from: Louis XIV. to his mor- 
ganatioc wife, Mme de Maintenon, who in 
turn gave it to her niece, wife of a member 
of the Noailles family. The castle was built 
during the reign of Louis XII.,and the towers 
and chapel of that epoch are standing at this 
day. Mme. de Maintenon built the rightand 
left wings. 

The gallery of the left wing is adorned with 
portraits of the De Noailles, from the Oru- 
saders down to the present time, the family 
tracing ite descent in an unbroken male line 
back to the year 1023. It was ues de 
Noailles who, when sailing for the Holy 
Land in the crusade of St. Louis in 1445, 
signed a deed according to which tls lands 
and name were always to descend exclu- 
sively in the male line. The dukedom was 
created in the seventeenth century, and the 
present duke is the eighth of the line. | 

According to a royal decree enacted in 1737 
and never yet repealed, the eldest son of the 
duke de Noailles bears the title of duke of 
Ayen, and among the other dignities and 
honors belonging to the house are a grandee- 
ship of the first class of Spain, dating from 
1712, the dukedom of Mouchy, the dukedom 
and principality of Poix, and the hereditary 
priorship of the French League of the Sov- 
ereign Order of Malta. The family has fur- 
nished no less than four field marshals, six 
ambassadors, some forty generals, @ car- 
dinal, and a grand admiral to France. In 
fact, there is no house of the Gallic nobility 
that has played a more illustrious and con- 
spicuous role in the history df France since 
the Crusader days of St. Loula

Spring cleaning extends even to the office 
of the lord chamberlain in London, where 


+ the periodical revision of the list of those 


who have been presented at court is now in 
progress. It is an extremely delicate task, 
involving as it does the intimation to men 
and women, sometimes of high rank, that 
their presence, not only at court but like- 
wise at entertainments at which royaity 
may attend, will no longer be welcomed. 

It is in this way that King Edward, and 
likewise Queen Alexandra, may be said to 
police unobtrusively English society, For 
Queen Alexandra takes a much more active 
part in this than is genérally known. True, 
she is reluctant at al] times to believe wrong 
of any one, and, differing from Queen Vic- 
toria, has a hatred for gossip. For the old 
queen used to delight in knowing everything 
that was going on in society, and in being 
kept thoroughly posted by her ladies in wait- 
ing. But once Queen Alexandra has had her 
attention drawn to conduct of which she dis- 
approves, she becomes adamant in her re- 
fusal to hold any further intercourse with 
the person in question. 

There are plenty of things which never 
reach the ears of the public through the 
press, which never get into court, and which 
nevertheless are sufficient to bar people from 
court. For instance, what may be described 
as social conspiracies, ‘‘ romances ”’ in which 
money is allowed to play a part, negiect of 
payment of debts of honor, the social pro- 
motion of utidesirable people in return for 
cash, etc. All these things sooner or 
later—generally sooner—reach the ears of 
the king and of his entourage, and with the 
result that the names of the offenders are 
removed from what may be described as the 
royal visiting list—that is to say, they fall 
under the ban of the lord chamberlain. 

The punishment is by no means restricted 
to mere exclusion from grand functions and 
from entertainments at which royalty is 
present. The sovereign displeasure and its 
cause soon filter through to the fashionabie 
world, which takes its cue from the throne. 
Moreover, English embassies and legations 
in foreign countries are quietly notified of the 
attitude of the king, through the lord cham- 
berlain’s office, exciusion from the court of 
St. James therefore entailing exclusion from 
all courts abroad. It is only in rare cases, 
and when people have been implicated in a 
scandal of a public ¢haracter, that the lord 
chamberlain takes the extreme step of print- 
ing in the London Gazette an official an- 
nouncement to the effect that by order of the 
king “ the presentation of Biank has been 
canceled,”” which its equivalent to social ex- 
tinction..

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Another exposition of the eternal triangle, 
which is ever the keystone in the modern 
French drama, ia “ The Awakening,” which 
was given for the first time in America at 
Powers’ theater Monday evening. It is the 
latest work of-M. Paul Hervieu, and under its 
original title of “‘ Le Revell’ was produced 
in Parie over a year ago. Like its pred- 
edesaor. “ The byrinth,” which Miss 
Nethersole introduced to American audiences 
last season, it is a drama con- 
siderable technical and literary finish, and in 
the matter of translation it hasbeen rendered 
into Engligh which ie generally fuent and 
graceful. And again, as in the previous 
work, the dramatist has shown his weakness 
for the introduction of scenes which tend 
toward the melodramatic, In outline agd 
general construction, however, “ The Awak- 
ening’ bears @ closer resemblance to “ The 
Duel,” which Otis Skinner presented here 
earlier in the season, but it lacks the cumula- 
tive interest and the tremendous dramatic 
possibilities realized in the great second act 
of the Lavedan play,

Judgment which would give all due fair- 
nese to the playwright cannot be passed 
after witnessing the first performance. It 
was frequently evident that the production 
was a hastily prepared one, and that as yet 
several of the players had not found them- 
selves in their rélee. The big scene of the 
second act was almost hopelessly marred 
by an unfortunate happening on the stage, 
and so inelatently did the humorous aspect 
of the situation present itself that the audi- 
ence refused to take that portion of the play 
seriously, and laughter greeted a climax 
which keG a crucia} point in the develop- 
ment of the plot.

Prince 
Jean is so madly infatuated with Therese 
that he is willing to give up all claim to the 
throne. 

The father decides to resort to force andon 
a pretext Jean is lured into an. adjoining 
room. Therese hears smothered cries, sounds 
of a etruggie, and finally a fall, and ehe is 
half craged from fright when she is told that 
her lover is dead. She is ordered to return 
to her home and In a dazed condition she de- 
parts for Paria. Prince Jean revives shortly 
after her departure and during a tense and 
strongly dramatic scene with his father re- - 
nounces his throne and is in turn disowned.

The entire action takes place during a 
period of twenty-four hours, and the third 
and last act reverts to the home of the De 
Megees. Therese and her husband and daugh- 
ter have been invited to dine with Mme. De 
Formant that evening and all is in con- 
fusion because the dinner hour is at hand 
and Therese has not returned, At length 
she arrives and announces that she has been 
overcome with faintyfess in the park. She 
ig on the verge of collapse and is on the point 
of sending her excuses to her hostese, when 
her daughter pleads with her to keep the 
dinner engagement, and after some persua- 
sion she yields. She awakens to a sense 
of her maternal duty and sees the folly of 
the act from which she has been saved. Just 
as she is gowned and ready to step into ber 
carriage Prince Jean appears.

Miss Nethersole found her best opportunity 
in the third act, Quietly and convincingly 
she made evident the utterly crushed spirit 
of the woman, and laterplayed the scene with 
the daughter with the same fine restraint 
and effectiveness. 

The Prince Jean of Frank Mills was a thor- 
oughly satisfactory portrayal, combining the 
necessary qualities of manliness, refinement, 
and romantic ardor. Charles Stevenson as 
Prince Gregoire failed to make clear at all 
times the stern, unyielding, but not unrea- 
sonable attitude of the.man. Miss Relph 
played a grand dame with moderate success, 
and Henry Elmer became nervous and utter- 
ly missed the import of his best opportunity 
in the second act.

Question Is Most Important. 


This condition is rot merely interesting to 
the angler, but ie also of the highest im- 
portance to Chicago and the states bordering 
on the great lakes. 

There are more than §7 000,090 of American 
capital, and severa! millions of dollars of 
Canadian capita] invested in the fish indus 
try. An annua! catch of 115,000,000 pounds, 
valued at altnost $3,000,000, is made. The 
competition of fish in the markets of Chi- 
cago and elsewhere tends to keep down the 
price of meat end other necessities of life, 

Lake Michigan alone, of which Chicago, 
particularly is the market, produces 85,000,- 
000 pounds of fish, valued at,§876,000. It is 
estimated that Chicago ia interested in the 
total tnvestment to the extent of $2,000,000 
and handles about $5,000,000 worth of this 

roduct, including importations from the At- 
fantio ocean and Gulf of Mexico. 

The national government has been handi- 
capped in ite protection of fish as a result 
of the claim of states to jurisdiction over the 
lake waters. Bight states are interested in 
the industry—Illinois, Michigan, Indiana, 
Wisconsin, Minnesota, Ohio, Pennsylvania, 
and New York. All have laws, but none of 
them are uniform. Two states maintain 
closed seasons. The state authorities have 
clashed frequently with the national bureau 
of fisheries, which maintains hatcheries 
within their boundaries for planting eggs 
and fry. 

Canada has displayed more common sense 
than the United States, for she has enforced 
uniform laws within the waters under her 
jurisdiction. The result is an instinct on 
the part of the fish to seek refuge in Canadian 
waters. It has happened in the past that 
American poachers have been fired upon by 
Canadian revenue cutters, The national 
government has taken the ground that this 
course was entirely justifiable, and has de- 
clined to make representations to the British 
government. 

> 


Must Act to Save Fish. 


The question of protection of fish therefore 
fg not merely an international but also an 
internal question. 

When the international commission to be 
organized has made its report the two gov- 
ernments will sign the treaty, which will be 
presented to the senate for ratification. Fol- 
lowing the ratification a law will be enacted, 
which will contain all the provisions of the 
treaty. In this way the question of state 
rights# will be solved. There is little prospect 
of opposition on the part of any of the states, 
because of their recognition that something 
must be done to save the fish from exter- 
mination, 

The bureau of fisheries is carrying on a pol- 
icy which, with proper protection of the fish, 
will result in soon restocking the great lakes. 
An annual distribution of more than 500,000,- 
000 eggs is made annually in the waters of the 
eight etates bordering on the lakes. More 
than 8,000,000 fry of pike perch were turned 
over to the state of Illinois alone during the 
last year. Michigan received in 1906 eggs of 
49,000,00u pike perch; 5,000,000 lake trout, 
100,000 grayling, and 10,000 landlocked sal- 
mon, besides 700,000 fry of brook trout and 
pike perch. Ohio received eggs of 85,000,000 
lake herring, and 2,000,000 whitefish. Penn- 
sylvania was given 41,000,000 eggs of white- 
fish and millions of eggs of other varieties. 
The four remaining states were as generously 
treated.

Praises Work of Hatcheries. 


“ Encouraging results of the efforts of tho 
government to maintain the fish supply by 
artificial means,’’ Commissioner of Fishertes 
Bowers states, “ appear in the reports from 
fishermen and fish culturists in al) parts of 
the country. Although it is difficult to estab- 
lish definitely the extent to which the hatch- 
erles have affected the conditions of the com- 
mercial fisheries of the coastal waters and 
great lakes, renewed productiveness of old 
and abandoned fishing grounds and an abun- 
Gance of fish on entirely new areas are 
ee nT gather 

“ Exceptional catches of whitef 
made this year in Lake Ontario ron Sie 
Erie, which fishing firms operating there 
attribute wholly to the planting of artificially 
hatched fry. It its imperative that those 
states in which no adequate legal provision 
exists for the preservation of the supply of 
valuable migratory fishes should awaken toa 
sense of their responsibility and promptly 
enact the legislation necessary to insure that 
@ certain proportion of each season's run 
shall be permitted to reach the spawning 
grounds and accomplish the spawning act— 
that is, if the national government be not 
given authority over the waters. In the case 
of shad, striped bass, Pacific salmon, and 
other anadromus and migratory species in 
the various states and interstate waters there 
is imminent danger of the repetition of th 
lamentable history of the sturgeon fishe “ 
in the coast rivers and Sreat lakes.”’ ts

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BINGER HERMANN ADMITS HE 
ERRED IN DIRECT TESTIMONY. 


Former Commissioner of General Land 
Office Remembers That Both He and 
His Son Acquired Public Lands. 


Washington, D. C., April 9.—[{Special.)}— 
Binger Hermann, former commissioner of the 
general land office, now on trial charged with 
destroying public records, was put through 
& severe cross examination today. 

After saying positively that no members of 
his family had acquired public lands during 
his admipistration,, Mr. Hermann admitted 
that his son, Schiller, 3ad made a homestead 
entry and had purchased three other sucn 
entries before patent had been issued to 
the claimants, and that these purchases had 
ulred for $38,000 in gold by the de- 
fendant himself to relieve Schiller’s embar- 
rassed financial condition. 

Mr. Hermann also admitted that he haé 
acquired 30,000 acres of public lands in Ore- 
gon when he was receiver of public moneys 
at the Roseberg land office. 

United States Attorney Baké’s next move 
was to produce the copy of a telegram sent 
by the defendant to P. F. Mays of Portland, 
Ore., July 256, 1902, three’ days before the 
proclamation creating the Blue mountein 
forest reserve, which Mr. Baker contended 
was the “tip” promised Mays by Hermann. 
The defendant admitted sending the tele- 
gram, which read: 

Fifteen patents to timber land entries forwaré- 
ed to Roseberg land office. Land office hae recom- 
mended withdrawal of originel Strawberry moun- 
tain and all edditions to secretary, who has ap- 
proved the same. BINGER HERMANN. 

On his direct examination Mr. Hermann had 
testified that he had never had any business 
relations with Mays, had never written him 
communications, nor had interviews with 
him; that Mayes had no interest in the Blue 
Mountain reserve and that he wished the 
jury and court to understand thie statement 
to be as strong as the English language 
could make it.

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SMATHERS TO KEEP CUP. 


JURY’S VERDICT IN LOU DILLON 
CASE IS “NOT GUILTY.” 


Suit of me one Trotting Associa- 
tien to Replevin Gold Trophy Won 
by Major Delmar from C. K. G, Bil- 
lings’ Famous Mare Ends Adverse- 
ly—Complainants Will Not Take 
an Appeal, Closing Incident Long 
Before Public. 


New York, April 9.—[{Special.]—Eimer DB. 
Smathers, the noted trotting horseman who 
was charged by the Memphis Trotting asso- 
clation with having procured the “ doping ” 
of the famous trotter, Lou Dillon, previous 
tothe race for the gold cup in 1904, in which 
Major Delmar, Smathers’ horse, easily beat 
the mare, was declared not guilty today by 
the supreme court jury, which handed inia 
sealed verdict. As a result Smathers will 
retain possession of the gold cup. | 

The suit by the association to recover the 
gold cup hae been in progress before Justice 
Greenbaum for more than a week and has 
attracted the attention of trotting horse- 
men all over the country. 

Experts were generally of the opinion that 
something had happened to Lou Dillon dur- 
ing or before the race in question, but the 
effort to connect Smathers with the alleged 
“ doping "’ failed—first, before the American 
Trotting association, which investigated the 
case, and now in the Supreme court. The 
incident \theréfore is regarded as closed, as 
the complainants announce they will not 
take an appeal. 

Cc. K. G. Billings, the owner of Lou Dillon, 
is said to have been ingtrumental in pushing 
the matter into the courts. The only evi- 
dence against Smathers was in the form 
of statements by Spears and Sanders, two 
trainers, to the effect that Smathers offered 
$5,000 to have the mare lose the race. 

The jury was out eleven hours, and it is 
understood they stood 11 to 1 for the defend- 
ant from the first ballot.

MICHIGAN MUST _ 


ABIDE BY RULES. 


Stagg Sends Chicago’s Ulti- 
matum to Ann Arbor 
Athletic Board. | 


REFUSAL MEANS SPLIT. 


Maroon Coach Says All Relations 
Will Cease on Receipt of Un- 
favorable Reply. 


Differences between Chicago and Michigan 
came to a definite point yesterday with the 
return of Director A. A. Stagg from his win- 
ter vacation. Immediately upon his arrival 
from Kramer, Ind., where he has been tak- 
ing the baths, he was ordered by the Uni- 
versity of Chicago board of control to notify 
Michigan that all relations between the two 
universities were off if Michigan refused to 
abide by the conference rules. 

Mr. Stagg telegraphed Manager Charlies 
Baird the decision of the Midway athletic 
board. He said he expected an answer from 
the Wolverine stronghold today which would 
be the climax of the controversy. What an- 
swer the Michigan authorities would make 
he confessed he could not guess. 

“TIT was informed immediately upon my re- 
turn today that our board had decided at its 
last meeting to send an ultimatum to Michi- 
gan stating that we could not meet any of 
ite athletic teams unless it abided- strictly 
by the conference rules,” Mr. Stagg declared. 

Recent Action Stumbling Block. 

“T notified Mr. Baird by telegraph of the 
action and expect a reply tomorrow, “Whet 
the answer will’ be"I do not know, but it is 
certain the Chicago-Michigan game will not 
be played on Saturday or any other of the 
other tentative dates filled unless Michigan 
reconsiders its recent action. 

“We will play the game Saturday and 
will fill the other dates with Michigan if we 
receive notification that Michigan intends 
to abide by the conference rules. These 
games will be played only under such a 
truce. The track meet also comes under the 
same consideration.” 

Mr. Stagg further stated that the possibility 
of a Chicago-Michigan football game next 
fall was remote. He said he believed it was 
Michigan's plan to play no conference col- 
leges in football. 

“YT am not familiar with the situation 
at Ann Arbor just now, but I have felt that 
Michigan does not want to play Chicago. It 
is my impression Michigan wants to play 
no conference college team next fall. Nov. 
28, the date which probably would be selected 
for a Chicago-Michigan game, if one were 
arranged, ig still open in both our schedules, 
however. 

Verdict Rests with Michigan. 


“Tt is possible that we may get together 
after all, but what the chances are of such @ 
meeting any one who has been following the 
situation can guess just as wellasIcan. If 
Michigan decides to abide by the conference 
rules and remain in the conference, then 
there is a possibility. 

‘‘ Michigan possibly may decide to remain 
in the conference, but may be unwilling to 
join in the ‘ big four’ compact. Under such 
a condition I do not think Chicago would 
hesitate to play Michigan in football. We 
would not hold out on the “big four’ com- 
pact, as we are too desirous of meeting Michi- 
gan in football next fall. 

“ What the future of the ‘ big four ' com- 
pact is to be I do not know, nor what will 
be done about a ‘ big three.’ The whole idea 
was to get together, and Michigan's failure 
to come in naturally throws some of the plans 
out. 

“ The only football game on which we have 
decided for next fall is the Minnesota game. 
I do not know what other -games will be 
played. I wrote to the Pennsylvania au- 
thorities a month ago that the possibility ofa 
Chicago-Pennsylvania game was still out of 
the question, owing to the present confusion 
in the west.”’ 


Wolverine Nine May Come. 


Mr. Stagg was interested in a dispatch from 
Ann Arbor, stating Manager Baird would 
send his baseball team to Chicago on Friday, 
regardless of the action of Chicago. The 
maroon director declared he might expect 
the arrival of the maize and blue nine, but 
stated no contract had been signed, and 
Chicago could not be held financially respon- 
sible, 

Mr. Stagg will take the reins in his hands 
today and direct the work of his track men. 

He stated 
that all work would be at a standstill until 
warmer weather returns,

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TRADING IN STOCKS IN HANDS OF 
THE PROFESSIONALS. 


Reports from Washington Regarding 


Withdrawal of Deposits of Cus- 


toms Receipts and Another Inquiry 
Into Harriman Roads Partly to 
Blame for Duliness and the Small 
Amount of Business Done—Ring to 
Control Market Evidently in Force. 


(BY A SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT.) 

NEW YORK, April 9.—[Special.]—The 
weakness in the stock market, which de- 
veloped late in the day, was due, to a large 
degree, to reports from Washingon that the 
deposit of customs recefpts with the banks 
was to be discontinued and to reports that 
proceedings would be begun by the govern- 
ment to compel E. H. Harriman to answer 
questions to which he refused to reply at the 
recent interstate commerce commission in- 
This weakness was felt almost en- 
entirely throughout the list and the closing 
tone Was easy. 

It again was evident that the greater part 
of the transactions were being done by pro- 
fessionals and that little outside interest 
was being taken in the course of the market. 
The course of the trading indicated that there 
was a combination of traders making an ef- 
fort to control the movements. 

The stocks which were of most influence 
in the leadership of the early advances were 
subject to special influence largely in the 
shape of unconfirmed conjectures. American 
Smelting was a conspicuous feature and re- 
sponded to positive assertions that an ad- 
vance in the dividend rate of 10 per cent haé 
been determined upon. T..ere also was talk 
of a probable coming increase in the dividend 
on United States Steel. No authority could 
be found for these reports. 

The movement in Canadian Pacific was at- 
tributed to a fresh turn against the short 
interest in that stock. Much was made also 
of the continued downward tendency in 
money rates, both here and abroad. Never- 
theless, stocks continued to be sold here for 
foreign account. 

The strength of the market was quite gen- 
eral in the early part of the day and the de- 
velopment of marked weakness in the South- 
ern railway stocks came while strength was 
still marked in the rest of the market. The 
fall in these stocks suggested a renewal of 
the kind of liquidation which was in force 
last month and aroused some disquietude, and 
the whole market was not long in responding. 
The Eries especially were affected.

| INTERESTING TRADE GOSSIP ON ’CHANGE. 


i 


The government report, which will be is- 
sued today, is expected to be bearish, as it 
ig generally believed that the greater part 
of whatever damage has been done to win- 
ter wheat in the southwest has resulted from 
the inroads of the “ green bugs" and dry 
weather since April 1. It is expected that 
the condition will be lowered slightly in In- 
diana, Ohio, and Michigan, and that the con- 
dition in Texas and Oklahoma will be low, 
but up to April 1 it was generally conceded 
that this would be offset by the increased 
acreage and fine condition in other parts of 
the southwest. The Missouri state report 
showed a condition of 94, the highest since 
1901, while crop experts have estimated an 
unusually high condition of Kansas wheat. 
The last government report issued in De- 
cember gave the condition of winter wheat 
at 94.1, which suggested a yield of 501,000,000 
bu. A year ago the government placed the 
condition at 89.1, which was increased in 
May to 91; lowered in June to 82.7, and again 
raised in July to 85.6. The indicated yield 
last April was 475,000,000 bu, while the final 
outturn was 492,000,000 bu, on an acreage 
finally estimated at 29,600,000 acres, or 16.7 
Bu per acre. The estimated acreage was 
reduced from 81,341,000 acres in April] to 
29,600,000 acres in the final estimate. The 
acreage is privately estimated to have been 
increased from 5 to 10 per cent this year. 


There was again a plethora of crop news. 
Crop experts and nonexperts had plenty of 
news to forward, but it was received with a 
good deal of stolidity by the trade. The 
“ bug "’ news showed no signs of abating, but 
more stress was laid on weather conditions 
than on the insects. Few sections in the 
f@outhwest have had any appreciable amount 
of moisture recently, and, while the crop is 
said not to be suffering to any extent from 
drought now, it is rapidly approaching the 
danger point. “ Bugs” are working north 
gradually, but it is believed that good rains 
not only would give relief from the drought, 
but would check the pest. Some of the Jead- 
ing crop experts refuse to admit any ma- 
terial damage as yet, and claim that even 
in Oklahoma the injury has en grossly 
overestimated. One of the leading cash 
houses here, which works extensively in the 
southwest, and which had sensational reports 
a few weeks ago, now is receiving much 
more encouraging reports, it being claimed 
by their correspondents that the wheat is 
now large enough to withstand the attacks 
of the “ bugs,” and that the only danger now 
is from drought. 


Broomkall’s weekly foreign crop summary 
read: ‘‘ Germany—Crop news variable, some 
say there is additional deterioration, while 
others that the outlook has improved. Sup- 
plies of native wheat are searce and there 
fs a better foreign demand. Hungary—Con- 
tinued complaints of damage to the crops 
and some estimates report as much as 10 
per cent replowed. Roumania—Weather cold 
with high winds, As a result seeding is 
greatly delayed. Russia—Some cold weather 
is mentioned, but on the whole autumn seed- 
ings have come through the winter satis- 
factorily. Spring séeding prospects are fair. 
Arrivals at ports small. Turkey—Crop pros- 
pects on the whole unfavorable. Spain— 
Crop prospects improved by recent rains. 
United Kingdom-France—Condition of win- 
ter and spring crops favorable. Supplies 
fair. Italy-North Africa—Crop prospects 
generally favorable. India—In province of 
Punjaub weather ig seasonable and outlook 
for crops favorable. In the united prov- 
inces some damage is reported as a result of 
rain, wind, and rust.” 


While the trade in cash wheat was dull, 
as has been the case recently, some of the 
dealers reported a little better demand from 
the millers, indicating that the sustained ad- 
vance in wheat prices was bringing a better 
inquiry for flour. Minneapolis reported a 
sharper demand for wheat, premiums for 
No. 1 northern being larger, in some cases 
Sc over May being paid, although most of 
the sales were made at 2%c over. No. 2 
horthern was quoted 4@t¢c over May. Cash 
markets at Kansas City were slow, with the 


tendency lower on the late sales. St. Louis 
was about steady. New York reported lit- 
tle done, either domestic or export. The east 
was in the market here for kiln dried or any 
other kind of corn that it was sure would 
reach the seaboard in good condition. Other- 
wise the market was slow. “Prices were 4\@ 
ec higher. Oats were steady to \c up, with 
a slightly better demand reported from the 
east. Sales here were 25,000 bu wheat, 135,000 
bu corn, and 200,000 bu oats. Seaboard sales 
were 64,000 bu wheat and 51,000 bu corn. 


B. W. Sow, the crop expert, wired from 
Newton, Kas.: “ Drove eighteen miles this 
morning. A little aphis in most fields ex- 
amined. No injury_yet. Wheat still looks 
well, but is beginning to suffer for moisture. 
No rain for five weeks. Ground badly crust- 
ed and on heavy soil cracked open. Bottom 
blades dead and some stools. Prospect dis- 
tinctly going backward. Oats just up and 
not growing well.”” He also wired from 
Great Bend: ‘* Drove in Reno county to- 
day. ‘Some aphis in most fields and chinch 
bugs in two. No insect injury. Plaht be- 
gins to show lack of rain. Lower blades get- 
ting yellow and growth che¢ked. Ground 
badly crusted. Good rains would make 
everything all right, but every day without 
it means permanent loss.’’ 


Canby, Kidston, Bartlett-Frazier, Com- 
stock, Wrenn, Cudahy, and Updike were the 
best sellers of wheat. On the decline there 
was good buying by commission houses on 
resting orders. Barrell, Pringle-Fitch-Ran- 
kin, Lake, Northern Grain, and Lamson 
Bros. were on the buying side. Armour 
bought May and sold,July. Peavey, Bart- 
lett-Frazier, and Comstock were moderate 
buyers of corn. Selling was light, Lake dis- 
posing of a little early. There was fairly 
good buying of September and July oats by 
Wells, Northern Grain, and Bartlett-Frazier. 
BucKley and Sterling sold. Offerings of pro- 
visions were light, and moderate buying by 
Raymond and brokers forced prices upward. 

Barrell & Co. had the following from their 
crop expert, who is investigating conditions 
in the southwest: ‘I consider the crop out- 
look serious. The bugs are in every field 
and becoming more numerouseachday. The 
fields of late wheat, which comprises about 
20 per cent or 25 per cent of the entire wheat 
crop, in my judgment will be an entire loss 
in ten days. The flelds of late wheat are 
all turning yellow and the lower leaves are 
nearly all dead, and the bugs are in clusters 
on the leaves, sucking the life out of the 
plant.”’

President’s Report. 

In his statement to the shareholders Presi- 
dent L. G. Fisher made the following re- 
marks: 

“Our last year’s report mentioned the 
purchase of 800 square miles of timber limits 
in Canada, and negotiations in Pittsburg for 
the purchase of another large property in 
the same territory. This was owned by the 
Great. Falls company of Three Rivers, has 
since been acquired, and includes about 1,200 
square miles of timber limits, about 200 acres 
of freehold land at the junction of the St. 
Maurice and St. Lawrence rivers, a large 
lumber and pulp wood preparing mill, with 
ample ground, docks, railroad side tracks, 
and all necessary facilities for carrying on 
the extensive pulp wood and lumber business 
at Three Rivers. It also includes water power 
of about 25,000 horse power, eleven miles 
from the St. Lawrence, with a large tract 
of land at the site of the falls. We also pur- 
chased all of the assets of the company, in- 
cluding the logs cut the preceding winter. 

“We now own about 2,300 square miles of 
Canadian timber limits, in addition to our 
Adirondack holdings, which are considered 
among the most valuable assets of the com- 
pany and most likely to show a great increase 
in value and earning power hereafter. The 
property of the Allen Bros.’ company of 
Sandy Hill, N. Y., adjoining our Eastside 
plant, was purchased last fall. It consists 
of upper mills with a capacity of sixty tons 
per day, a wood -pulp mill with a capacity 
of thirty tons per day, and water power, 
which, with out own, includes all of the water 
power of the Hudson river at that point. 
Litigation of years between the Allen Bros,’ 
company has been settled and we have un- 
disputed possession of at least 10,000 ad- 
ditional horse power. The new mills alone 
are capable of earning fair interest on the 
total investment. The above purchases ex- 
plain the large capital expense for the year.”’ 

C. Marshall, A. A. McLaurin, and John 8. 
Riegel were elected directors to fill vacancies. 
The directors whose terms had expired were 
reélected. 


Treasury and the Money Market. 

The April circular issued by the National 
City bank contains, among other things, the 
following: 

‘There has rarely been a month when the 
government has played a more important role 
in financial matters. Secretary Cortelyou’s 
various orders affecting the money market 
include the decision to postpone the recall of 
the $30, ,000 of deposits made last fall, 
the offer to purchase $25,000,000 4s matur- 
ing July 1, at par and accrued interest to 
maturity, the turning into the national bank 
depositaries of customs receipts in cities 
where there are no subtreasuries, and final- 
ly the direct deposit against railroad and 
municipal bonds of $15,000,000 in New York 
City depositaries. In order to give greater 
efficacy to the offer to redeem $25,000,000 
4s at par and accrued interest, the secretary 
permitted those banks having such bonds 
under public deposit to replace them with 
approved railroad and municipal bonds. 

‘‘ With a disposition to interfere as little 
as possible in the money market, the secre- 
tary of the trea@sury has in the first month 
of his incumbency seen the absolute neces- 
sity of these numerous expedients. That 
they were a necessity is beyond debate. The 
most important action in the way of offering 
immediate and substantial relief was the de- 
posit of $15,000,000. in the New York banks, 
and had that action‘not been taken or had it 
been further delayed, the consequences are 
not pleasant to contemplate. Since Jan, 1 
the government has taken from the money 
market, excluding the prepayment of the 
4s of 1007, through the excess of receipts over 
expenditures, $40,353,500. 

“During a good part of the month New 
York has been in a@ position to bring in gold 
from London and at one time there was a 
substantial profit in bringing gold from 
Australia. New York bankers, however, 
have refrained from starting any considera- 
ble gold movement in this direction, even 
though the price of exchange made it a nor- 
mal and natural movement. They havedone 
that because the situation here appeared to 
make the need for gold less imperative than 
was the need at the Bank of England, and 
there has been no desire to further embarrass 
the European situation and to force the 
Bank of England to join the continental in- 
stitutions in advancing the bank rate.’’
